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INVESTICtATION of liN'AMERlCAN FROFAGANDA 
ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES 



. INTRODUCTION 

The following report is the first section of a eomprelienslve tligest 
wliicli the eommittee Inis prepared dealing solely with the activities 
of Axis agents and organizations in the United States. This com- 
mittee eome into existence in lf)3S several years after Adolf Hitler 
and his Nazi Party had put in motion their plan of spreading nazi-ism 
til rough out the world. Tlie United States was no exception to this 
diabolical scheme, for Hitler had already planted in oiir mirlst many 
of his trusted agents v.ho were carrying on tlieii- treasonable whrk 
imitiolcsted. AT any of tlie legitimate and traditional Gei'man societies 
in the United States had already been diverted to tlie cause of nazi- 
ism. New organizations like the GerniamAin erica n Bund and tho 
Kyfflmuserbund were giowiiig in strength. The Embassy and 
consular staffs of the Nazi Government in x4merica were swelled with 
agents who were not performing Lbcir legitimate di];>lomatic or com- 
mei'eial functions but instead were engaging in espioimge and pro pa- 
ganda activities. This committee at its first hearing in August 1938 
set out to expose these agents and organizations wlio wj^je serving 
the cause of Hitlerism. Since tiiat time the committee has heaicl 
hundreds of witnesses, taken thousands of pages of tcstimoiiv, and 
subpeiiaed voluminous I'ecords which exposed these people a ml 
desti'oyed their elective ness and influence. 

In releasing this section of the digest, the committee wishes to 
em]>liasize that it deals only with the agents, organizations, and 
'Trouts’^ of only one of the Axis Powers, namely, tire German Govern- 
ment. The report begins with the diplomatic agents and carries 
through to the individual Nazi propagandists. The purpose of the 
repor t is to serve as a handbook foi' the various Government agencies 
and the American jxmple to a.cf[uaiiit them Avitb Lbe technique and 
tactics employed by the Nazis and further to identify the individuals 
and organizations who participated in this conspiracy. 
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GERMAN DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS 

Disclosure that diplomatic and cons alar agents of the German 
Govcrament constituted a directive force for acts of Nazi espionage 
mid propaganda in the United States was first made liy the Special 
Conniiittee on UinAinerican Activities* The extent to" winch these 
official representatives of a foreign government conspired against the 
United States is clearly indicated in the testimony and reports of the 
committee. 

Tlie evidence which established the true character of these agents 
who enjoyed the customary diplomatic immunity was turned over 
to the executive branch of our Govermnent by the committee in 
1940. Much of the evidence \vas also puhlishecl by the committee 
in a volume entitled “A Preliminary Digest and Report on the Un- 
American Activities of Various Nazi Organizations and Individuals 
in the United States, Including Diplomatic and Consular Agents of 
the Gernian Government.’^ Tliis report is known as appendix — 
part II. Following its publication, the consular agents of the Germati 
Govermnent wei'e expelled from the United States by an order of the 
Department of State, issued under direction of the President* 



THE EXPULSION ORDER 

The full text of the order expelling the German consular officers, 
agents, clerks, and employee's who wore of German nationality from 
the United States reads as folio w^s: 

JcKE 16, 1941. 

Herr IIan-s 

Chartfe interim of Qennanyr 

Siii: It lifts to the krowledgc of ihh Government that iij^encies of the 

German Reich in this coimtry, in eluding CJcrman consular esUblishinente, have 
been engaged in activities wholly outside the scope of tlieir legitimate duties. 
These activities have been of an improper and iimvaiTanted cliaracter. They 
render the continued presence in t.ho United Slates of these agencies and consular 
establishments inimical to ilie welfare of this country* I am directed b^' tiie 
President to request that tlic German Government remove from United States 
teiTitory all German nationals in anywise connected with the German Library 
of Information in New York, the German EaUway ftnd Tourists Agencies, and 
the Tran.s-Ocean Service, ftnd that each of ttiese organization,^ and their 

affiliates .shall be promptly clo.se d* 

I am also directed to request that all German consular officer's , agents, clerks, 
and employees thereof of German nationality shall be removed from Ameriean 
territory and that the consuiar establislmients likewise be pidnptly closed. 

It is contemplated that all .such withdrawals and closures shall bekffecled before 
July 10.

IMPROPER ACTIVITIES OF GERMAN DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS 

Testimouy given before the committee demonstrates that diplomatic 
and consular agents of the German Govemmeut eng£^ed in a wide 
variety of activities designed to further the cause of nazi-ism in the 
United States. 
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The committee's im-estigatioii of so-called native pro-Nazis re- 
vealed that tliey frequently visited the German Embassy and its 
xmrious consulates where they obtained propaganda and information 
^vhich aided them in their actitivies here. 

T'iie foreign division of the Nazi Socialist Party was under the 
control of German Government officials attached to the Embassy and 
the consulates. Documents obtained and used as evidence by the 
committee showed that the leader of this well-oigunizcd, secret party 
was Dr. Friedhelm Dracger, attached to the German consniate in 
New York City* Dracger signed lettei’S to * ‘party comrades’^ as 
“consul and district leader of the Foreign Organization of the 
N* S. D. A. P.^’ 

Evidence that the diplomatic and consular agents directed the >vork 
of supposedly private business enterprises such as the Transoccan 
News Service w^as obtained and made public by the committee. The 
following excerpt from appendix — part II indicates the close relation- 
ship between German Government officials and the news agency: 

The investigation discloses that tlic German Embassy and tlic various^German 
consulates tliiougkout the country took a lively interest in spreading the work of 
the Transocean News Service throughout the country. The rceoi'ds disclose that 
these German officials not only acted in an advisory capacity to Zapp (Dr. Manfred 
Zapp) but that they w^ere also actively engaged as solicitors and eollecfioii agencies 
for Transocean News Service (appendix — part II, p. 975). 

The Transocean News Service and other German agencies that 
received aid and encouragement from diplomatic and consular officials 
are discussed more fully in other sections. 

One of tlic most brazen attempts to install Nazi propaganda ma- 
chines in American institutions came to the committee’s attention in 
the testimony of Dr. John Harvey Sherman, president of the Univer- 
sity of Tampa. 

br. Sherman testified that the university received an offer of a 
donation of books for the school library. On looking into the matter, 
Dr* Sherman lound that the would-he donor was the Germnn Govern- 
ment, operating thin ugh Baron Edgar Freiherr Spiegel von imd zii 
Peckelsheimj consul general at New Orleans. Von Spiegel made it 
clear that the German Government “was in the practice” of donating 
iDooks to American colleges and universities on condition that the 
professor in charge of tlie German department- was acceptable, speak- 
ing “the German language correctly from the Govern men Us point of 
view.” 

Baron von Spiegel also played a leading role in a flagrant attempt to 
intimidate the editor of a German language newspaper. The editor, 
G. F* Ncuhauser, an American citizen, testified ihat he interpreted a 
letter written to him by von Spiegel as a direct threat and an eff ort at 
intimidation . Neiihaiiser had also received a similar letter from Dr. 
E. Wendler, who preceded von Spiegel as consul general at New Or- 
leans. Translations of both letters are reproducea below:

Neuhaeuser: Your tetter of Feb. 2nd of this year induces me 
to do what I had been intending to do for several dayj§, to discu.‘?s with you the 
manner and the tone in whicli you occasionally report in your newspaper about 
Germany. 
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If you I'CEid tliG i=!]3ec:ch of Adoif Hitler as lie spoke it, vou w iW .see 

that he has concerned himself earnestly and intently as never before with the 
manner of ie|>orting of the foreign preas concern ii^g Germany; The flood of lies 
and nuiiors that ^^ere spread in the international press about tiie carrying out 
and tiie aims of pej'^oiinel changes in the army and diplomatic circleV in tho 
fiist Febrnary days in Germany has given the German teader the occasion to 
take this energetic positioin 

I have had to establish to my great regi'et that yon report in your paper ii^ 
c.xactly the same way which the German Leader declines and which OTie can 
designate imt only p Jiot friendly to Germany bitt as hostile to Germany. You 
write in yonr edition of February IL first page^ second column below, that 
Hitler has “tl5i'OWii” the conservative element out of the army and substantiate 
that with the .statement that these generals, in the first place, regaiderl Itaiy as an 
unreliable fellow; secondly, they regarded a union with Japan 'as injurious; and 
thii-tllT.', strived for a friendsliip with Russia. 

Furthei‘ you write that, three ambassadors vv^ere recalled over which the National 
Socialists ‘‘rejoiced/' The Army had also been ‘^‘made You say further 

that the di]>lomacy of Hitler rei>reseuted the "Hitler system" as never before. 

The diplomacy had to obligate itself openly or secretly to Rosenberg's fanatic 
IhcoiVj etc., etc. , 

Now, Mr. Nouhacuser. T cannot avoid the impression that .such reporting, tq 
put it mildly, mu.st be called "unfriendly.'^ Furthermore, what yon say does not 
correspotid at all to the facts. Neither do T know where yoi.i could have obtained 
these contenMoivs. As a matter of fact, such aHteles could appear just as well in 
a newspaper Imstile to Germany. Also the article almut Pastor Niemoeller does 
not please me at all. 

Tire Leader has declared that in the fiiture Germany will proceed with all meam 
against international newspaper piopaganda which incites and is untrue. As 
you wiir gather from lbs great speech, he characterizes such propaganda as a 
danger for peace with the substantiation that the nations in which such inciting 
propaganda is permitted could be incited to war mood against Germany, while 
the German people among whom such newspaper propaganda is prohibited couhl 
not be brought into such a mood. The Tjcadei‘ ascribes, therefore, justly to this 
inciting projia.ganda an effect which disturbs peace. Be assured that it is ex- 
ceedingly painful to me to have to write this to you; but I feel obligated to do so 
after what T have rccul in your pajier lately, especially if I and inv staff ai^ to 
support you further in your work. There is so much good to report about 
Gcmiany, and il is a glorious task to communicate this good to the world; and it is, 
as you well knoiv, in a newspaper more tiian elsewhere the tone which makes the 
music. 

We two understood each other .so very well as we looked into each other^s eyes, 
and T wish from Ihe bottom of my heart that this understanding will remain 
further. I leqiiest you heartily to bear this in miud and remain ivith German 
greeling.

Mt Dear Mh. NsLiHAEuenR: 1 acknowledge with best thanks your letter of Ihe 
9th of this montli and regret with you that T have no opportunity to talk with 
you in detail about it. Indeed^ I had the feeling hi our last conversation that yon 
had uiidenstood me vciy- well. A^^on gave me also the prospect of bringing tlio 
i-esult,s of our discussion at that time to expiessioji in tlse attitude of your news- 
paper. In the struggle of every day life, the memory of this convei-sation seems 
to have beeti obliterated again in your mind, so that a reiteration of what 1 told 
you then would be de.sirabjts indeed. I^nfortunately, T cannot talk with you in 
persoii since I sliall leave New Orlean.s on the 21st, of the month in order to fake 
over iny new position. The Leader and Feich Chancellor lias apj^oiiUed me 
German Ambassador to Bolivia. I shall go first to Berlin for a short time and 
from There to my new }>lace, I siiould like to make an at tempt, as it were, by way 
of fai’ewell to answer your statements as biietiy as possible. 
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You say in your letter "that everything that: separates must be dropped and 
everything that we liave in common must be fostered and established," 

Ilf order to be able to work tow- aid this goal, w^e must first of all be dear what it 
is that those of German descent in Texas have in common. In the columns of 
vour newspaper, von regal’d this common thing in the fii’st place, the German 
language and the works of German cultui’C. The experiences of the past and of 
the present should teach us, however, that thei^- is something w hich goes far 
bevond that and that is honor and respect. I can imagine that a person of 
German descent who stands constantly in the hard struggle for his minimum 
existence has little understanding that it should be necessary to preserve the 
German language and German eulturOj while he presumal^ly exiieriences it m his 
own pei'soii "what it me.^ns for him, the little main whether he must for the sake 
of Ins Gorman descent count on respect and accommodation or disdain and hate. 
He who wishes to s\iminoji the Genu an nationals to as,sembly must stand up for 
tlie German honor and the I'espect of the German name, German nationalism 
in Texas is fundamentally only a part of the German nationalism in the whole 
world and its honor and respect is dei>endent upon tlie honor which Gerinan 
nationalism enjovs in the w^orld and especially iu the German homeland. He 
w ho wdshes to summon German nationals muKt not want to draw a line between 
German nationalism abroad and German nationalism at home. Ho must appeal 
rather to the pride of this Jjerman nationalism and to all that ivhich the German 
people not only has accomplished in the pa.st but also in the present. The leaders 
of German nationals iu Texa-s can justly be proud that they have succeeded in 
initialing in the last few' years such a successful gathering movement. A"ou must 
at the same time uiidei’stand that t.liis gathering movement could only be successful, 
fhereforcj because the German nationalism in these years has reason to be proud 
of its name. Without the German revival movement of Adolph Hitler would 
German nationalism abroa<l not have aw akened agaii> to the consciousness of its 

As I expressed the-se thoughts in our iiinfual discuasion^ you agreed ivith me 
absolutely. I have, however, unfortunately up to the present time been able to 
observe no effect of our conversation in studying your newspaper. In your news- 
paper you try after as well as before to draw" a line of demarcation betw^een Ger- 
man iiationaiism in Texas and the German people at liome. 

Although it may appear superfluous, T wish to emphasize once more explicitly 
at this time that the thought would never occur lo a National Socialist in a re- 
Rponsihle position even in the remotest wav to recommeiKl the transfer of German 
National Socialism to the United States, That, would contradict the basic con- 
ception of National Socialistic thought. According to tlie conception, every 
people has its own conditions of life for which it mu.st find also a corresponding 
form. Finally, indeed, a nation does not exist for the sake of a definite form of 
government but the form of government for the sake of the i>coplo. The whole 
excitement of llie contrast boteveen dictatomhip and democracy is senseless. That 
is not the question at all. It is not a question of form put of conteid. For 
whom the content is impoitant for him is there only the gieat contrast between 
communism as the power that' destroys culture on the one side aiicl the culture 
bearing and creative forces on the other side. Wc believe that a culture can only 
grow" out of the natural forces of a living nationality and regard, tl’ierofore, all 
those forces as cuUure-destroviiig wdiich destroy and undermine the iiatnral forces 
of a nationality. It is indeed not said that these forces appear under tlie banner 
of communism. He who knows the history of the ]icriod after tlie war knows 
that in the struggle for poiver every means of camouflage and disguise is justifiable. 

At first this l^attle was openly directed agamst capitalism and the middle class, 
and only since a dangeorns opponent has arisen to communism in National 
Socialism does it seek to unite itself with the liberal middle class in order first 
of all to shake off its most difficult opponent. The e vents in Spain and also iu 
France show' quite clearly that coinimuusm is ready to enter iiito an alliance 
■with the so-called democratic parties in order to destroy them then from nut hiu. 
Whoever does not see this danger iilays intentionally or lui intention ally into the 
hands of communism. We do not intend to spread National Socialism over the 
world, but wc see it as our task to tcai’ off the mask from the face of eomninnism 
iu w'hatsoever form it may api>eai‘. Our struggle for the m&st' sacred values of 
culture is a battle for life and death. And we shrink not from ac( ivc interference 
"where it api>earg necessary in the interest and preservatioii of the well-being of 
ouj’ people. 

The German press abroad, which desii’cs to giuminon the German nationals to 
assemble w'liich mustj therefore^ aivaken the pride in the gi’eat work of renewal

which is lieii>g Acconii^lished in Geraiany must esteem it accordingly as its task 
to interpret and to explain iiredsely these active interferences winch may seem 
to foreign cotintries difTictilt to understaiKU Not in moving awav from German v 
but in trying to create an midei-standing of this new strng^e for tlie future of aU 
cultural life the Geiinan press abroad will serve German nationalism best but 
also the adopted country, 

I should be glad to have you expiess with full emphasis in vour now^gpaper these 
views which you gave me oral assent at that time. You w ill find simultaneously 
therewith the basis upon which ^ of that I am certain, and uiiderstaiiding wdth the 
other German newspapers in Texas and within the German nationalism will be 
at all possible. 

Since Mi\ Eiebers at that time parMcijmtcd in the discussion, I have taker the 
liberty to send In in a copy of this letter.

The committee has obtained an official list from the State Depart- 
ment of all officials and employees of the German Embassy and the 
A^arions consular offices. Due to the fact that there has been indis- 
putable eviflcnce to the effect that Embassy and consular offices were 
used for espionage and propagmida purpoWs and for furtherance of 
nazi-ism rather than diplomatic or commercial piiijioses, the com- 
mittee feels tliat there should be a public record of names of these 
indivi(luals so that, after the war, they will either be prohibited from 
returning to this country or so that, if here, they may be kept under 
surveillance. The committee presents herewith the complete list of 
tlie Gei'man diplomatic and consular agents and employees who were 
in this eoimtiy just prior to the expulsion order of June 16, 1941:

\^ith the outbrcalc of the %v£i.r in Europe, there was a sham iucrea^sA 
in the expenditures of the German Library of Infomiation From its 
mception in 1936 until the outbreak of war in S^Sor 19^9, a 
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period of 40 months > the libraiy spent only $03,300. From the be- 
ginning of the war until August 1940^ a period of 12 months, the 
libraiy spent $278,394. 

These greatly increased expenditures after September 1939 were 
devoted wholly to propaganda in support of the Nazi war upon the 
conn tries su no lu lining the Keicb. 

THE LIBRARY'S MAILING LIST 

The committee obtained by subpena the mailing list of the German 
Librai}r of Infoiunation. The list included some 70,000 names, and 
was built np largely by pei^oiis who sent in their own names and the 
names of acqnaiiitaiiees. The list was used prinei pally for weekly 
mailings of the library's publication, Facts In Review. 

THE library's PHONOGRAPH RECORDS 

The German Libraiy of Information possessed 10,000 phonograph 
records on 'which were inscribed speeches, lectures, and announce- 
ments which had been broadcast over the Naiu short-wave radio from 
Germany. These phonograph records were placed in cii^iilation 
among clubs, singing societies, and any other groups that would accept 
and use thejii*

The German Railroffcis Infonnatioii OfTiee distributed himdreds of 
thousands of beautifully lithographed information booldets for tourists 
wliicli were little more tlian propaganda tracts for iiazi-isni* The 
folloM'ing ai'e some of the samples of this propaganda: 

Berlin and Its Environ 

But. here one is standing on historic giouiid, for the short distance across to the 
Wilhelmstrasse, the way ^‘from the Kaiserhof to tlie Reich Chancery^' which 
Dr. Josef Goebbels lias described so vividly and tlii illiiigly in liis book was hard 
and difficult and involved great toil and sacrifice. Adolf Hitler used to stay here 
at the Kaiserhof when Jiis mission called him to Berlin, and it was from the 
Kaiserhof that he moved over to the Wilhelmsfrasse as victor on the 30th January, 
1933. The surrounding w^alls could tell of the Jubilation of the hundreds of 
thou.sands who filled the square and the adjoining streets on that evening; the 
windoTvs reflected the glare of countless torches carried by the endless processions 
which came from Uiiter den Linden to greet Adolf Hitler, the Gemiari people ’.s 
Chancellor; and until late at night the v'alls reechoed the shouts of tiie crowtl 
while the songs of the Afovenient rose to the skies like Jubilant prayens of thanks- 
giving and the National Anthem was sung again and again. Four yeans later the 
torches flamed again in an endless procession, the jubilation of a vast crowd was 
boundless and the shouts of '^Heil’^ echoed again until the Fuhrer and Reich 
Chancellor appeai-ed on the simple balcony on that day, the fourth annivcj'sary 
of the national resurgence, to thank the multif ude for their loyalty which streamed 
towards him like one vast wave of gratitude. The .shouts reechoed and songs 
were siuig with enthusiasm until late on that memorable night. 

At all honm people stand on this square, gazing up longingly at the curtained 
windows of the Reich ciianccry in the hope tliat they may sec the Fuhrer anti catch 
his eye for once in their lives* 

At all hollies of the day people stand liere and gaze up longingly at the tall 
windows l>cliind w'liich the Funrer lives and works, and the question which is 
constantly on many lips is how he lives and what things are like inside. 

Bnt. perhaps one of us inight see it all with enlightened eyes, for the Fulirer's 
picture lives in all hearts; yet perhaps the description should be left to a ]>erfectly 
impartial observer. '"The palace iu the ^^"ilhelmst^asse in whicii tJie Fulirer lives 
and ’works/' reports a PVcnch woman jquriiaUst (Madame Tilayna, correspondent 
of Paris Soir) in giving an account of her reception by the Fuhrer. 'dsof ashnptidty 
of line, an aicliited.me and interior decoration in i^ceping \vlth the national 
roctitiude of the Xew Germai’iy — first comes a wide wcll-llt staircase, a "allery, 
]ilain looms and then the Fnlirer's work-room. I did not liave to wait long. 
State Secretary Funk fetched me from the anteroom, ’^vhich is furntshed with 
modern coinfor table armclmirs. The main impression of the reception by Hitler 
Is one of great simi>lidMu The Fuhrer advanced to meet me with outstretched 
hand. I wa*s astonislied and surprised by flie blueness of his eyes which look a? 
if they were brown in pbotograplis. I noticerl that he looks quite different to his 
pictures, and I prefer tlie reality, this face full of intelligence and energy that 
lights up ^v■heu he speaks. At that moment I realized the magical influence by 
this leader of men and his power over the masses.

In keeping with the theory and practice of the totalitarian state, 
the Nazi goveniment, shortly after its assumption of power j took over 
absolute control of all of the media of expression in Gennany and all 
equipment and agencies used to express German vicivs and ideology 
in foreign countries. One of these agencies was the Transoccan News 
Service. 

Before the rise of Hitler to power, the Transocoan News Servi<m 
was a legitimate news-disseminating agency comparable to the Asso- 
ciated Press, the United Press, and the International News Seiwice, 
After its “coordination'' into the Nazi scheme of things, the Trans- 
ocean News SerYnce Yvas transformed into an agency for the dissemina- 
tion of Nazi propaganda and was utilized hy the Hitler regime as an 
organization which coidd, with a mini mum of suspicion, engage in 
espionage activities. 

THE COaMMITTEe’s INVE3TIGAT10^^ 

In August 1940 the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
siibpena^ all of the records of the Transocean Nev*^ Service, During 
the ensuing 2 months these records were translated and studied. In 
November 1940 the committee issued a special report on the Trans- 
ocean Ne\\^ Service, This report ivas entitled “A Preliminary Digest 
and Report on the Un-American Actndties of Various Nazi Organiza- 
tions and Individuals in the United States, Iiicluding Diplomatic and 
Consular Agents of the German Governmeiit,“ and was published 
as appendix, iiart II. 

The report revealed that the Transoeean News Seridce was noth- 
ing more nor less than a propagancia arm of the Nazi regime. Fol- 
io wdng this disclosure by the committee, the Assistant Secretary of 
State, acting under the direction of the President of the United States, 
ordered the Transocean News Service to lesA'^e the eoimtiy. The 
full text of the expidsion order is reproduced in the chapter of this 
Ymlume dealing with German diplomatic and consular agents, 

THE CONVICTION OF ZAPP AND TONN 

Following this exposure by the committee, ^^ll of the docnnients and 
recortls in the committee's possession were referred to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for prosecution. As a result, the Department indicted 
Manfred Zapp and Guenther Tonii (Zap p's assistant) for failing to 
register properly Yvith the State Department as agents of a foieign 
principal as is required by the act of June 8, 1938. They were sub- 
sequently tried and convicted, but, instead of serving their sentences 
they were returned to Germany in exchange for tw^o American news- 
papermen who had been arrested there.

IVior to Zapp-s commg to the Uniti^d States, he. had been attached 
to Iraiisoceaii News Service in Berlin and before that lie was the 
agency s representative in South Africa.

As a matter of fact the Embassy and consular officials were the 
principal media for the dissemination of the Traosocean Kews releases. 
The committee has evidence that certain consular officials furnished 
the Traiisocean News releases free of charge to certain German-language 
newspapers which ivere published in this country. The activities of 
Zapp were not confined entirely to the United States* It was also 
his job to set up Transocean, in South and Central America. It has 
been established by the committee that Transocean News Service 
was funiished to a number of small newspapem in certain South 
American counti ics and that the editors of these newspapers were 
directly subsidized by Ti'ansocean to publisli their propaganda.

The headquarters of the V. D. A. are at 97 Martin Luther Strasse, 
Berlin, Germany. Enist Wilhelm Bolile w^s appointed by Hitler 
to head this organization In ttie Berlin office, there are sections for 
each country througliout the world where Germans reside in any 
iiimd^er. This report deals only wnth the American section. 

The present head oh the '^Comradeship IJ. S, A.^^ of the Y. D, A. 
is Walt Cl Ivappe, former editor of the Geuman-Ainerican Bund 
newspaper in this country, the Deiitscher Weekruf Uiid Beobachter.

How- 
pyer, it lacks the organ izaHonal structure, it lacks, in many cases, the imtional 
stiv^tig h and di-sciplmc but in their hearts llie Germans of America experience 
yery deeply the powerful I'evolution in Europe. 7'hey follou' breatlllesslv on 
their short-wave receivers every |>hase of the German struggle and they al’yavs 
eel theinselves streiigtheiied in their pride in their Germanism through tlie 
heroism of the German .soldiers, & 

^ hD.A. office in Goriiiaiiy \ms been the source of large quantities 
oi ^azi piopagajula matmai wlucli lias been distributed to Gemiaus 
living abroad. The V.D.A. was also respomible for the production of 
a iminber of propaganda illms wliich had as their theme the uniting 
oi the German ]:^eople into a supeiuor race. In the United States, the 
\ -Jj.A. made use of many German societies and celebrations to spread 
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Nazi propaganda. In this tliey were rather successfuh The com- 
mittee's investigation revealed that the V.D.A. and the Gernian- 
A^merican Bund worked veiy closely together and in 193S the V.D*A.^ 
working in collaboration with the German -American Buiid^ the Ger- 
man Railroad In formation Office, and the Hamburg Steamship Lines, 
arranged for 15 boys and 15 girls from the United States to spend 6 
weeks in Germany at German camps wdiere they W'ere indoctrinated 
with nazi-ism. 

Carl Guenther Orgelb Great Kills, Staten Island, N. Y., was l egis- 
teied with the State Department as an agent for V.D.A. He was 
active in the distribution of V.D.a\. propaganda among the German 
papulation in the United States and in carrying out this work cooper- 
ated very closely with the Gennan-Amerjcan Bund, the Kyfflianset- 
bundp and certain pro-Nazi individuals which this committee has had 
under investigatiom It was also Orgell’s ‘ ^mission' ^ to supply pro- 
Nazi textbooks to German language schools here. To substantiate 
this, the committee reproduces a letter wdiich may be found on j>age 
S71, volume 2, executive heariiigs, from Orgell to the Reverend J. J. 
Kasiske, whlcli reads as follows: 

Dear P.^stor: Mr. Han^ Ackermanu infomicd me tliat .^qu wish new^ schoo\ 
books for your Gciuiau language Fcbook I have tlie American franchise of the 
V, D. A., an organization for cultine existing more than 50 yearn. One of our 
tasks is the ]>ronioticui of the German language instruction. If you will be so 
kind and give me the number of children in your individual classes, then w'ill I 
gladly send a request to Berlin to send to you w ithoiit cost picture reading books. 
We have as picture books “Neue Fiobel.*' by Richard Lange; '"Leaelust/' in three 
cliffeieiit edition.'? with the new German vertical writing, called Suetterlin w riting, 
or with the former usual oblique w-riting, called the normal writing, or wdth latin 
script, called Stein.shrift. As readers we recommend Hirt/s German reader for 
the second year. If you inform me hoiv many you need of each kind, then will 
I forward the order at once. I w-ould be grateful to you if you could tell me 
something about German nationalism in your region. 

With German greeting, 

C. G. Orgbll. 

Hans Aokermami, referred to in this letter, has been dealt with iii 
a separate chapter contained in this volume* 

Orgell also conducted various money raising campaigns for V.D.A, 
in this conn try j the most notable of which was the sale of ‘ffilue can- 
dles'^ w hich w'ere sent from Germany and wT>re pniThascd by Gcrma.ns 
in this country for a sum greater than their commercial value* These 
camlles were to be burned on Christmas Eve as a symbol of close 
relationship with 'hacial comradeship all over the world.” It was 
fomicl by the committee that Oigell bad 50,000 candles sent here at 
one time for the Gennan-American Bund. 

The following publications of V.D.A. , the National German- 
American Service^ and the World Guardian of Germans were distrib- 
uted by Orgell to thousands of Germans and Nazi syinpatliizers. The 
material contained in these publications was anti-Semitic and pro- 
Nazi. Orgell was also veiy active in soliciting Germans to become 
dues-paying mem hoi’s of the V.D*A, at $4 per ywr. This money 
was forwarded to Berlin. The activities of Orgell ini the V.D.A. 
\\ ere exposed by this committee by the first witness to appear before 
it on August 12, 1938* For more detailed information sec the index 
for various references m the committee's hearings. 



AMERICAN FELLOWSHIP FORUM 

The. American Fellowship Forum, despite a name as imiocent- 
sounding as any eyor assumed by a front organization^ was nothing 
more nor less tlmn an Axis propaganda group of an extraordinarily^ 
shrewd \^ariety. Its leader, Friedrich Anhagenj is now in prison as 
the result of a conviction obtained exclusively on the basis of evidence 
supplied to the Department of Justice by tins committee. 

THE coMMrn ee's investigation 

The committee obtained by subpena the correspondence files and 
bank accounts of the American Fellowship Forum. In a<iditioii to 
obtaining the organization's records, the committee took formal 
statements from and cross-examined the principal figures in the forum. 

On September 10, 1940, the committee made a formal examination 
of Friedi^ch Aiihagen, who held the position of dhector of the Amencan 
Fellowship Forum. 

On August 2Sy 1940, the committee subpenaed and fonnailj 
examined George F. Bauer ^ who was chahman of the executive com- 
mittee of the forum. 

Also on August 28, 1940, the committee subpenaed and formally 
examined Charles Dale Siegcliiist, Ji., who was secretary of the 
e<litoiial board of the forum. 

Also on August 28, 1940, the committee subpenaed and formally 
examined Ina A. Gotthclf, who was secretary of the forum. 

Also on August 28, 1940, the committee subpenaed and formally 
examined Richard Koch, wdio was a member of the forum^s executive 
committee and one of the organization's founders. 

On September U, 1940, the committee subpenaed and formally 
examined Ferdinand A. Kei tess, who was one of the foundem of the 
forum. On December 18-19, 1941, Keitess appeared as a witness 
before a full meeting of the committee. 

THE SET-irP OP THE AMERICAN FELLOWSHIP FORUM 

The iiiner ''cabinet'^ may be composed also of men of luiowii German leanings 
ana a^Tll^ations. The outer shell to serve as a protection in the public eve. 

The foregoing quotation is a strildng description of the basic 
technique of a front organization. An inner cabinet for real control- — ■ 
an outer shell for the deception of the public. 

The quotation is taken front a letter written by Heinrich W.'^G, 
M. Freiherr von Bothmer to the chairman of the board of the American 
Fellowship Forum. 

Heinrich W. G. M. Freiherr von Bothmer, the author of the letter, 
was an employee of the Transocean News Service. Further light on 
Von Botlnncr's activities is to ho found in a letter which he received 
from Manfred Zapp, the head of the Transocean Ne’ws Service, in 
which Zajip wrote, as follows: 
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I s^lioiUd like to thank you very much for your self-sacrificing activity. You 
took over the heavy task of }jrioging our Tiansocean News Service to wider 
circles and have impi-essively fulfilled this tas^k to the extent in which you have 
readied everybody who fell within your field of duty. I extend my best thanks 
for your successful efforts. With warmest greetings^ 

It was this same Von Bothmer, employee of Manfred Zapp's 
Ti'ansocean News Service, who described the set-up of the American 
Fellowship Forum as having on the one hand an iimer cabinet of 
known German leanings and affiliations and on the other hand an 
outer shell to serve as a protection in the public eye. The Trans- 
ocean New's Service and ^Manfred Zapp were siibsequentl}^ convicted 
under the foreign agents registmtion law" and Zapp was deported to 
Gennany. 

FRIEDRICH E. AUHAGEN 

The national director of the American Fellowship Forum was 
Friedrich Auhagen. 

Auhagen tvas bom in Berlin, Germany, on December 24, 1899. 
His fa ther was an official in the German Foreign Office. The elder 
Auhagen was stationed for a period in Jerusalem, and it was there 
that iiis son Friedrich received his early education. 

After graduation from high school in Germany in 1917, Auhagen 
served in the German Army for about 2 years, one of wdiich w^as spent 
at the front in France. After tlic World War, he completed studies 
in economics and mining engineering in German imiversities. 

Auhagen ariived in the Hnited States on July 16, 1923, on the 
S. S. He had hired on the S, S. HHsena^h as a coal passer, 

and wdien he reached port in the United Statens he jumped slup. Later 
he was admitted to the coimtry under the German quota. 

Auhagen hmt employment in the United States was in mining 
engineering in W'ilkes-Barre, Pa. Later he w’as employed in the 
foreign department of the Equitable Trust Co,, of New York, and 
still later as an instructor in the German language at St. Francis 
Xavier College, Lincoln School, and Columbia University. In 1935, 
Auhagen left the academic field and became a writer and lecturer. As 
a lecturer, he appeared before such important audiences as those of 
the Town ^Meeting of the Air, the New Y^ork Herald Tribune Forum, 
the Foreign Policy Association, and the Institute of Public Affairs at 
the University of Virginia. 

Auhagen made trips to Germany in 1926, 1929, 1932, 1933, 1934, 
1935, 1936, and 1938. 

Aidiagen admitted to tlie committee that he was closely associated 
with Dr. F. Draeger, who was both an attache in the German con- 
sulate in New York and head (Krcisleiter) of the Nazi Party in the 
United States (Aiislands Organization dcr National Socialistische 
Deiiteche Arbeiters Partei). Auhagen tried to explain his close 
association wdth Draeger on the ground that they had gone to school 
togetheivin Germany and had served together in the German Army 
in the World War, but A uh agents activities as a Nazi propagandist 
indicate quite clearU^ tliat his frequent contacts with Draeger had 
political significance as well. 
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INTERLOCKING PERSONNEL OF THE AMERICAN FELLOWSHIP FOtiLLM 

Few, if liny, front oi'gani nations fail to sliow an interlocking per- 
sormel of diieetorato with other front organizations of the same 
synipathies and objectives. Tins was true of the American Fellow- 
ship Forum. 

We have alretKly shown that Heinrich W. G, \L Freiherr von 
Bothmer who was an adviser on the set-up of the American Fellow^ 
ship Forum was also au employee of the Nazi Transocean News Service 

George Sylvester Vieieclv, who was contributing editor of the 
American Fellowship Forum’s Today’s Challenge was also uikIci- 
contract as a propagandist for the German Library of Information. 

Ferdinand A, Kertess, one of the founders of the America ii Fellow- 
ship Forum, was president of the Chemical Marketing Co., a Nazi 
business front whoso assets were frozen by the United States Govern- 
ment when this country fleclarcd war oii Hitler's Reich. 

Richard Koch, one of the foimdei’s of the American Fellowship 
Forum, was vice resident of the Chemical Alarketing Co. 

Edmuitd F, Kohl, one of the founders and chairman of the American 
Fellowship Fonmi, was president of the pro-Nazi League of Former 
Gcrmim Studen Is, 

^ Peter J. K.esscler, one of the found ei^ of the American Fellow’ship 
Forum, was pi'o posed as a director of the German University League, 
Inc,, ill a. plan for 'Hhe organization of German indiistjy in America 
after the war." 

George F. Bauer, chairman of the Amorican Fellowship Forum, ^vas 
prox>osed as president of the American Group For Trade With Ger- 
many, Ine., in the plan for 'The organization of German industiy in 
America after the ivar.'^ 

Philip Johnson who traveled in Europe a^ foreign correspondent for 
the American Fellowship Forum's Todcay’s Challenge was formerly 
associated wUli Father Coughlin’s Social Justice, 

Lawrence Dennis, who wrote for every issue of the American 
Fcllowshifi Forum’s Today's Challenge, was recommended by K. O. 
Bertling to ^laufred Zapp, of the Tran.socean Newrs Service, as one 
wdio could obtain for Zapp any connections that he might wish, 
K, O. Bertling ivas director of the Amerika-Institnt in Berlin, 

The American Fellow>'ship Forum gave its mailing list to the German 
Railroads Information Ofhcc. The latter was, of course, an official 
Nazi agency. 

A NAZI PHOPAGAKDA TECHNIQUE 

One of the most wideb^ used propaganda techniquesTmrong the 
Nazi front organizations is to pick up every possible word which 
prominent Americans have spoken in favor of Hitler's Germany and 
to publicize it through every possible medium. It makes no differ- 
ence whether such Americans liave actually or only apparently had a 
good word to say of the Nazi regime. 

Today's Challenge, the ofliciai organ of the American Felloivship 
Forum, regularly employed this teclmiquc of using the wrords of 
prominent Americans who either did speak or seemed to speak favor- 
ably of Hitler's Germany. Thus, in the first issue of Today’s ChaL 
Icnge, clever use was made of an article wdiich a man now prominent 
in public life wTote for one of our leading magazines. The article w^as 
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quoted in Today’s dliallenge, a^ follows: sanity be practically 

defined as the holding of opinions about people and phenomena which 
are verified by expenence, Hitler is the sanest man in the w^oihl" 
The article was further quoted for the purposes of this Nazi propa- 
pnda publication as follows: "'My only suggestion is that wo had 
better stop thinking about the evils and ugliness of HitlcFs Germany/’' 
Todaj^'s Challenge tlien added its owm comment on the foregoing 
statements, as follows: ‘'Among all that, lias been wiittcn or spoken 
about what attitmle America should best take toward Nazi Germany 
this is indeed the most constructive suggestion. For wdiat (blaiilO 
umloubtedly means by bis advice to 'stop thinking about the evils 
and ugliness of Hitler's Germany’ is to sto]D concentrating on those 
aspects of the new order in Germany, that tend to arouse enmity, 
and that are keeping emotions at such a pitch ns to make clear and 
purposeful thinking iinpossible," 

In a similar manner, Today’s Challenge used a speech made bv 
another man now" holding an important government position at the 
1939 session of an institute at one of our great universities. In the 
coumc of his speech, this man said: 'Twenty years after a war to 
prevent German domination of the continent of Europe, a now Ger- 
many has arisen to gain the objectives which it failed to achieve in 
1918 * * * The alineinont, only superficially based on ideologies, 

IS not veiy different from the alinement of 1914 ^ ^ ^ Tims 

under new slogans of democracy vci-sus fascism, the old struggle of 
po\ver politics is proceeding, but against a background of economic 
and social revolution wdiich is sweeping iwtiy the old established order 
of things as ive Icnew them." The foregoing words of this man w'crc 
used a carrier of the Nazi propaganda frccpieiitly employed in the 
United States to tlic effect that there is little, if any, reality to tJie 
claiin that tlie present wuir represen ts a life and deatli struggle "be tw een 
the ideologies of <lcmocracy and fascism, and that the war is nothing 
more than a new expression of the old struggle of power politics. 

Neither of the men whoso words were used by Today’s Challenge 
and neither of tiie auspices under wdiich they wrate and spoke can 
fairly be clmrged with being pro-Nazi, but the propaganda value of 
their words wdien used by a pro-Axis organization clearly points u|> the 
necessity for cxc4cisi^ng extreme caution in all public utterances. 

During recent yearn, millions of Amerfeans in their sincere love of 
peace have given expression to ideas wdiich, wlien removed from their 
context, seemed to say that Hitler's Gerimmy should be left free to 
pursue its course of tyrannical domination over the whole w'orld. 
Their w^ords, oftcii removed from their context and still more often 
removed from their authors' views as a whole, "vverc seized upon bv 
the Nazi projiagandists and circulrLt<*d far and ’wise for the sole purpose 
of immobilizing the American determination to defend oumelves 
against the menace of the Axis Pow^em. It was a subtle teclmiquc 
in propaganda, and among the Nazi fronts wdiich used, it most shrewTUy 
was the American Fellowship Forum.

The liasic icason for this endless enccession of disappoiiitineJits is^ of coursej 
the fact that the political sagacity, the logic, and courage of Hitler have been 
greatly underestimated* But such an admission is scaicely to be expected from 
those who have constantly portrayed him as a maniac,' paranoiac, madman, 
empty phrased demagogue, blood-thirsty tyrant, or as a neurotic dreamer^ 
devoid of all reason and logic. 

By Charles Micaud in the Junc-July 1939 issue of Today 
Challenge: 

It seems, themfoi-e, that Hitler is ii^ a splendid position to I'calizc Napoleoii^s 
dream of dominating Europe l>y integrating big and small i atioiis into his new 
Aryan Empire. In this new confederation of European Fascist countries, 
Miisscilini cannot hope to be more than a brilliant second to the German Fuehrer, 
and he may yet regret the golden days of tiie Stress Front*

The exhibits reproduced in appendix part II, pages 1313-1334^ in- 
clude the foreign exchange drafts, bank deposit slips, and checks which 
the committee obtained and by which it was established that Friedrich 
Auhagen was regularly receiving Nazi funds from Germany while he 
was acting as natioiiat director of the American Fellowship Forum. 



FICHTE ASSOCIATION 
(Deutscher Fkhte-Bund) 

The Fichte-Blind w^as designated as an important source of Nazi 
propaganda by the committee in its report to the House of Repre- 
sentatives on January 3, 1940. The organization, with headquartei'S 
ill Nazi GeTnianj, flooded this country with Axis propaganda, much 
of which was dis\ributed tln^ough Axis front groups here, 

THE COMMITTEE'S INVESTIGATION 

On October 21, 1939, the committee heard the testimony of Richard 
T. Forbes, who dealt at length with the propaganda activities of the 
Fichte-Bund in the United States. Testimony of other ivitnesst^ 
before the committee disclosed the wdclespread circulation of Fichte- 
Bund material. 

THE SET-HP or THE FICHTE-BTJND 

Headquartei’S of the Fichte-Bund are located at 30 Jimgfemstii^, 
Hamburg, Germany, Officials of the oi’ganizatioii include Oscar C. 
Pfaus and Theodor Kessemeier, both of whom have been active in the 
United States, Pfaus was at one time Chicago leader of the Friends 
,of New Germany, predecessor to the German-American Bund, and 
was editor of a German newspaper in Chicago, which was the fore- 
runner' of the official Germaii-American Bund organ. He served in 
the United States Anny and through his service gained American 
citizenship, according to the testimony of Fritz Heberling, German 
consulate clerk at Chicago. It was largely Pfaus who made and 
maintained American contacts. 

FICHTE-BUND ACTIVITIES IN THE UNITED STATES 

Much of the Fichte-Bund propagandizing in this coiuitry was 
.carried on through students in American colleges and uni vem ties, 
as well as through so-called native Fascist groups and individuals. 

Forbes' testimony gives a clear indication of the methods by ydiich 
the organization operated. A fellow student at the University of 
Washington, Forbes related, was flunked by a Gernian-Jewish pro- 
fessor, following some bitter differences of opinion between the two* 
The student, while still in a disgruntled mood, was approached by the 
son of the Ham burg- American line steamship agent at Seattle, who 
took him to see his father. , The agent gave the youth some Fichte- 
Bund material and urged him to write directly to the Hamburg 
headquarters for more. The student did so and suhsequently joined 
Forbes in an investigation of the organization* Forbes testiflecl that 
during the course of tlieir iiiquirj^ they learned that much of the 
material from the Ficlite-Bund was sent across the Canadian bordei 
into the United States* Customs officials told them that a single 
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shipment of 750 pounds of printed matter was not unusual. The bulk 
of H wGiit to the Los Angeles area. 

conducing the investigation, Forbes received a letter from 
(j. Wilhelm Kunze, national public relations director of the German- 
American Bund, which said in part: 

Regarding tlie 1? ichtc-Bund and other non- American enemies of Jewish 
iiiteniatioiml siib version we aie also logically happy to cooperate with them 
* * * (hearings, vol. 10, p. 6197). 

Fritz Kiihn, foimer Germ an- American Bund leader, had previously 
testified that Fichfce-Buiid material was not used by his organization 
and that he had no personal contact with the German organization 
Finther testimony that the Fichte-Bund attempted to influence 
American college students was supplied by Hampden Wilson an 
investigator of the Veterans' Administration assigned to the Special 
Committee on Un- American Activities. Wilson, after studying 
more than 50 institutions of higher learning, reported 

Thei'e were found in several institutions letters from Oscar C. Pfaus Hambiirv 
Gomiany, who professed to speak for the Fiohte-Bund. Several of these letters 
were addressed to individual students, always signed “Baron.” These letters 
were very personal They were, in several instancea, striving to show the college 
students to whom they wei'e addressed the very great success of the Hitler move- 
ment m Germany (hearings, voL 11, p. 6835). 

■ also maintained contacts, as mentioned above, with outstand- 

mg native Fascists” in the United States, notable among them Mrs 
Anna Bo^nhoim Sloane. of New York City. Numerous letters 
obtained by the committee reveal that Pfaiis and Mrs. Sloane were in 
close touch with each other, Mrs. Sloane at one time confiding to 
Bfaiis her plans for establisiiment of a newspaper to be called fl^lie 
National American Patriot with which slie hoped to have associated 
a council of 12 ^'leaders of patriotic movements,” including Fritz 
Kulm, of the Gennan-American Bund; Silver Shirter William Dudley 
Fellcy ; atul George Dcatherage, head of the Knights of the W^hite 
Camellia. The activities of those American pro-^Axis sympathizei'S 
are chsenssed fully in another section of this report.

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doubted, 1 am convinced that it is also your wish to form your own opinion about 
these moves of the Reich by hearing not only the side of the enemies of Go .'many, 
but by paying at least somi attention to the German standpoint as w^elL There- 
fore, i caU on you to be judge of the recent happenings in the countries which 
formerly comprised Caechoslovakia. 

Will you kindly allow me to put forward to you the reasons which led to the 
recent developments between Germany and Gacchoslovakia? 

The Munich Agreement between Chamberlain, Mussolini, Daladier, and Reich 
Chancellor Hitler, as well as the so-called Protocols of Vienna, firmly established 
the fate of the minorities formerly under the rule of the Caeebs, but which were 
superior in number to the (Czechs themselves. But the these minorities, Slovaks, 
Germans, Hungarians, Ukrainians, and Poles, were forced by the infamous 
Treaty of Versailles to submit to the rule of the Czechs. It is beyond doubt 
that this state of affairs ’^vas the reason for constant trouble and political tension 
in Eastern Europe. This situation would unavoidably have led to the outbreak 
of another world war. 

Especially dangerous to world peace Tva^ the system of alliances which formerly 
unified France and Czechoslovakia with Soviet Russia. This alliance was noth- 
ing else but an aggiessive Communistic front directed against not only Germany 
and Italy, but against the whole of Europe. 

According to the Munich .Agreement the State of Czechoslovakia could have 
taken a natural and peaceful development if the Czechs and Slovaks had partici- 
pated equally in the government of the state, and if it would have taken care to 
better the relations with its neighbor Germany. But encouraged by Bolshe- 
vistic Russia the Czechs defied all efforts made by Germany purposing an agree- 
ment of mutual understanding between Germany and Chechoslovakia. 

During many years the Czechs had forced their rule ^on the minorities which 
often led to protests made by these enslaved peoples. The Czech persecution of 
minorities did go as far as preventing Slovakian ministers from executing the duties 
of their offices. It even happened that they were cast into prisons. In conse- 
quence of these treaty-defying outrages, rightful indignation took hold of the 
minorities in Czechoslovakia, and their wishes for freedom from Czech oppression 
became a serious problem. The Czechs answered these demands for fair play 
and self-determination with the bayonets of their soldiers. Open rebellion broke 
out all over Czechoslovakia, in Uio Carpathian Ukraine it developed into a bloody 
civil war. Slovakia proclaimed its independence. The Czech state became a 
prey of Aloscow-inspired mob rule. 

In this serious hour the Czech president, Hacha, and the Czech foreign minister, 
Chvalkowsky, decided to appeal to Reich Chancellor Hitler to bring order into 
the chaotic conditions of tlie Czech State. The leading statesmen of both the 
Czech and the Slovak states realized full well the impossibility of the further 
peaceful as well as successful development, and the uimrotected independent exist- 
ence of their countries. They realized also that the (Jornmunistic-inspired part of 
the Czech population and the Czech army poisoned by an extensive Jewisli- 
Bolshevistic propaganda advocating civil war, mob rule, and general disorder, 
were becoming the dominating factors in the Czech state. Consequentiy Presi- 
dent Hacha and Foreign Minister Chvalkowsky decided to save the state from 
complete disintegration, and from further bloodshed by asking Chancellor Hitler 
in Berlin to consent to take over the protectorate over the provinces of Bohemia 
and Moravia, that is, the Czech state. Quickly following this move, Prime 
Minister Dr. Tiso of Slovakia sent the follow'ing wire to Chancellor Hitler: 

“Pbag, March 16 th. 

In sincere confidence in you, the Leader and Chancellor of the Greater German 
Reich, the Slate of Slovakia places itself under your protection. The State of 
Slovakia asks you to take over this protectorate. 

(Signed) Tiso.” 

In answer to this appeal Chancellor Hiller sent tlie following wire to Dr. Tiso: 
‘T acknowledge the receipt of your telegram of yesterday and herewith take over 
the protection of the State of Slovakia. 

(Signed) Adolf Hitleh.” 

These arc historical facts ’which cannot be denied, and on which are based the 
consent of Germany to take over the protectorate over Bohemia, Moravia, and 
Slovakia. 

Tlie historical connection of flie provinces of Bohemia and Moravia with 
Germany is interesting. 
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The diikes of Bohemia were already in the year of 929- in the feudal service ef 
the German kings and acknowledged their pro tectorial rights over the aforesaid 
provinces. From the German kings they received the lieieditary titles of kings, 
and the titles of electors. The lineage of the kings of Bohemia became extinct 
in the 14. Century, but the provinces were always part of the Holy Roman 
Empire of the German Nation. Till the end of the world war^ Bohemia and 
Moravia were parts of the Austrian-Hungarian Monarchy. 

After tliese provinces belonged for more than a thousand vears to the German 
Reich, the Treaty of Versailles severed the natural bonds which connected these 
territories with tlie motlier country. Tlierefove, the Versailles-created State of 
Caechoslovakia existed only from 1919 till March 1939. 

Although these facts are known to every serious student of his tor v, and altliough 
it is quite clear that the provinces of Bohemia and Moravia, as well as Slovakia 
were taken under German protection upon the urgent requests by the Czech 
and Slovak governments, the international wirepullers and war mongers are 
doing all they can do to distort the truth by spreading lies about these happenings. 

Germany wants peace I Her enemies want war! 

The wirepullers of today are the same propagandists of yesteryear, wdro during 
the great war fed the w-orld with the tales of German atrocities. Those propa- 
gandists who said that Gerjuan soldiers in the woild >var had chopped off the 
hands of Belgian children, that they had crucified allied soldiers, and that they 
had even used the corpses of allied soldiers for the purpose of makijig ingredients 
for ammniiitiont AM these lies liave long since been refuted by just thinking 
eminent men of letters. Bnt it is evident that the same men behind the scenes 
the same wure]5ullers, are trying again to provoke another slaughtering of nations 
so they themselves may live and prosper I 

I Will mention only a few of the unscrupulous lies which have been distributed 
by the press during the past few iveeks. 

1. The He of the "Ocuvre."—Tlie Parisian newspaper "Oeuvre” winch liad 
declared already in February that Germany had intentions of invading Holland 
and Switzerland on March Gth, reported on March 5th that Hitler would occupy 
parts of Polish territory. The "Ooiivre” reported furthermore that Geimany haci 
threatened Dan em ark, Sweden, and Norway with tlie enforcement of an U-Boat 
blockade against them if they w^ould not consent to let Germany have 50% of their 
export! 

The lu of the "Jcimnuf dee Debates On March lOth this Pari.gian paper 
lepoHed that Germany had inlentipiis of a surprise attack on Holland and 
Belgium. The "Figaro” another Parisian slander sheet, predicted the out break 
of another woild warl 

5. The lie oj the de This newspaper repoiied on March 

J6th a contemplated occupation of Antwerp by Germany! 

4^ lus in Holland.^ThB Amsterdam newspaper "Hot Handelsblaad” main- 
tained the German annexation of Holland and paifs of France would be shortly 
accomplished, and stated that the territories in question belonged to Germany also. 

5. Lies in England . — The "Daily Telegraph'^ on March 17th tried to provoke 
coiifudon by reporting that Germany intends to support the Croatian movement 
for self-determinal ion for the purpose of later getting permBeion to build naval 
bases on ihe coast of the Adriatic! 

6. The lie of the ^'lihre Bilgiqnef^—On March ]7th this paper published the 
news that the representative of the German Chancellor, Budolf Hess, had 
established an office which prepared the annexation of Belgium! 

Furthermore it is also maintainod that Germany had established air bases in 
South. America for the purpose of conquest I 

These nre only samples of the obnoxious propaganda directed against Germany 
by the international w ire pullers. 

Next to this slanderous activity of the press the English Mr. Vansittard^s 
accusations against Germany in regards to Boumania ere most significant. Mr. 
Vaneittard charged that Germany had sent an ultiinatuni to Boumania which 
demanded a trade monopoly for the Reich! The definite refutation of this 
pernicious lie by the Roumanian government itself had not the efliect that tlih 
lie disappeared. l1 sfill remained although Ihe British Minislei of the Interior 
Hoaie had to admit that Germany had served no ultimatum on Roumania! 

Tile German trade agreement with Roumania became effective on March 
23rd. It w'as concluded on a fiiendly basis, and ivas welcomed not oidy by the 
Roumanian govern men t but also by the Roumanian people. It Is obvious tJmt 
tlie slanderous English accusations against the German- Roumanian trade agree- 
ment wore intended to disrupt the German-liou. mania n negoHatlons for the 
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purpose of procuring a Roumanian trade agreement for England! This is proven 
by the fact that an English trade commission w-as already on its w'ay to Roumaoia 
at the time the German-Rou mania n agreement was concluded! 

The liberation of the Memel territory is another prove of Germany's iiiten- 
"tions to adjust the injustices of the Versailles treaty in a peaceful manner. 

Since the Memel territory was ceded to Lithuania— in spite of the desires of 
Its German population to reniain German—all Lithuanian efforts to give Memel- 
land a Lithuanian character have been in vain. The people of German Memel- 
land demanded the return of their Territory to Germany , and Lithuania acquiesced 
after Germany negotiated a peaceful solution of the impossible situation. The 
interests of Lithuania have been fully considered by Germany's consent to allow 
Lltliuauia a so-called Free Zone in the haTbor of Memel In order to ensure Lithua- 
nia's trade interests. 

I am sure that these statements liave given you a clear idea of the German 
point of view'j and have given you some interesting facts about the incredible 
international pre.ss campaign. 

May I say in concliision tliat if these international war mongers succeed to 
provoke another w'orld conflagration tlie results for our civilization and culture 
w^ould be horrible. Only those people w^ould profit from a world drenclied in 
blood who never can be found in the trenches at the front. Those who comprise 
the class of w-ar profiteers who only can live by the death of others. 

Behind these slanderous activitieSj, and behind these evil maehi nations to 
provoke w^ar is the International Jewry! Those race of destroyer’s wdiich find 
their home in every country w'here they can gather loot, 

I would esteem it a great favor jf you w^ould have the kindness to give me 
your opinion of the present state of w^orld affairs.

excellent sample of the typo of propaganda which emanated from Nazi 
Germany and which was slavishly followed by many, if not all, of the 
native pro-Axis groups and individuals in the United States — those 
organizations and individuals which are dealt with in part III of this 
report. Note, for example, that the Fiehte-Bund in the next to the 
last paragraph of this document charges 'hiiternatiojial Jewry” with, 
full responsibility for the present war, whicli is a stoclc charge made by 
Nazi propagandists. 



WORLD SERVICE 



World Sonrice, with headquarters at Erfurt^ Geniiajiy^ is wholly 
controlled aud financed by the Nazis, It sends out propaganda in 
eight foreign languages, having an American section chiefly note- 
worthy for its free exchange of material with the so-called native 
Fascists in the United States. In its report to the House of Repre- 
sentatives in January 1939 and again in 1940, the committee called 
attention to the fact that Axis front organizations in the United States 
made abundant use of World Service, while the comniittee^s hearings 
are studded with testimony showing that literature published by pro- 
Axis groups here was reprinted by Woiid Service in Germany. 

THE committee's INVESTIGATION 

Several witnesses, the majority of them leading American Axis 
sympathizer, testified before the committee as to the nature of World 
Service. An exce:^t fiom the testimony of Henry Allen indicates the 
cf material distributed by the organization: 

Mr. Yoorhts. My point ig, Is not World Service a propaganda sheet in favor 
^ti- Jewish regime? Is not that a fair statement of it? 

Mr, Allen, I think that is a fair statement of it (hearings, vol 6, p. 4156), 

SET-TJP OF WORLU SERVICE 

The headquarter of World Service are located at 4 Dabemtedter- 
strasse, Erfurt, Gemianj. The American section is in charge of one 
Schinner. A predecessor to Schirmer was Johannes Klapproth, a 
Gerrnan-American who had lived in this country for several years, 
working as a chemist for the Shell Oil Co, 

George Ueatherage, pro-Fascist and head of the Knights of the 
White Camelha, testified on May 24, 1939, tliat Klapproth had died 
2 or 3 weclis before that date. Death erage disclosed that Klapproth 
a member of the Knights of the White Camellia and that he had 
aided Deatherage in getting out literature and editing materiaL In 
financial difiiculties, Klapproth returned to Germany where Deather- 
helped him to secure a post with the American section of World 
Service. 

AMERICAN CONTACTS 

Regarding h^ own connections with World Service, Deatherage 
gave the following testimony: 

Mr, ^HiTLEY. Some of your articles or some of your speeches were sent out 
tnrougn that service? I believe you said earlier that some of your articles or 
^eeches had been circulated from this World Service organ i nation in Erfurt. 
Germany? 

Mr. Deathehage. Yes; I assume they did, because 1 sent them 10 copies of 
our publications (hearings, vol. 5, p. 3494). 

Another so-called native Fascist, Silver Shirt Leader William Dudley 
Pcllcy, admitted in his testimony before the committee that he had 
36 
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reprinted World Service materiaL A letter from Klapproth to Ernest 
Goemer, dated March 11 , 1938, indicated that Pclley's publication, 
Liberation, was received at World Service headquarters. An excerpt 
from the letter follows: 

We regret that we w'orc not able to thank you sooner for tlio number of publica* 
tions yon have sent us. We have read your article in Liberation (magazino of tho 
Silver Shirts) with great interest and wish to congratulate you especially on this 
(hearings, vol. 6, p, 4143). 

Allen's testimony further emphasized the link between Peiley's 
Silver Shirters and W'orld Service. On page 3980, volume 6 of the 
hearings, appears the following: 

, Mr. Whitley, Did you have material at those meetings, either Silver Shirt 
meetings or meetings of the Friends of New Germany, that had come directly 
from German sources, such as editions put out by World Service? 

Mr. Allen. There were copies of W'orld Service. 

Fntz Kuhn, Germaii-American Bund leader, testified that the 
Wecknif, official bund organ, published material distributed by World 
Service. 

A letter obtained by the coinmittee shows a connection between 
World Service and still another of the native pro-Fascists, R. E. 
Edmondson. The letter, on the stationery of World Service, was for- 
warded to Edmondson bv 35 members of a world confess against 
international Jewrj^, held under the auspices of World Service at 
Erfurt. The text is as follows: 

Mr. Robert E. Edmokdson,

Dear Mr. Edmondson: You will be interested to hear that the World 
Service"" conference in Erfurt haa been a great success and that 22 countries have 
sent representations. 

Your ease of World Jewry versus yourself which is to be tried on September 
13th, and which now has a world reputation, has been much discussed by those 
present at this ' 'World Service” conference, and admiration expressed for the 
valiant fight you are putting up on behalf of our Aryan civilization against the 
pernicious forces of Judah. 

We are sending you this letter to show you that we are thinking of you and 
admire you for your tenacity and great moral courage in fighting this greatest of all 
fights gainst Jew domination of all that we hold noble and sacred.

GEORGE SYLVESTER VIERECK 

After this committee was created in 1938, the first person to be 
snbpenaed was N azi Propagandist George Sylvester Viereck. Yiereck, 
born in Munich, Germany, December* 31, 1884, came tn America at 
the age of 11 and later became an American citizen and during the 
&st World War was a paid agent of the German Government and 
later became a paid propagandist and adviser for Hitler in_this coun- 
try. 



THE COMMITTEE'S mvESTIGATION 



In August 1940, agents of this committee subpenaed the records of 
the Transocean News Service, Alanfred Zapp, and the German 
Library^ of Information, The committee obtained documents which 
revealed Viereck's tie-up with these ollicial agencies of the Nazi 
government. Among the letters found in Zapp’s possession was one 
dated April 11, 1939, addressed to Manfred Zapp from George 
Yiereck, which reads as follows:

Dear Mr. Zapp: I have been reading your Transoceanic Service with great 
interest. It seems to me that it is of great value to a newspaper that has ro 
American service, but it is not of great value, except as a means of checking up, 
to any new'paper regularly serviced by any of the great American agencies, 

I have read your service very carefully, but iiave found very little that was not 
printed in the American newspapers. This may be due to the faet that the 
American news agencies receive a great deal of their material from the same 
isources as you do in Germany* It may be, of course, that I am mistaken. 

It seems to me that before you can sell your service to anyone here, you would 
have to check up very carefiiliy for a period of a few weeks, and point out to ati_y 
possible American purebasor news items covered by you, wdiich were not covered 
by the other services. As a matter of fact, the value of your service might be 
Increased, if you give it even more distinctly a jjro-German slantj if you give the 
new'spapera those things which their own correspondents do not send them from 
Germany and Italy. . 

These are purely my personal impressions, which I hoi>e you will not take amiss.

After siibpenatiig tlie records 
of the German Library of Information, the committee compelled that

\ lereek also seived the Nazi propaganda “front” organization known 
as the Anaencan f ellowship Forum, which was directed by Nazi prop- 
agandist, hnedrich Ernst Auhagen (now serving a sentence in a Fed- 
eral prison for violation of the act of June 8, 1938, his conviction re- 
suiting froTH this committee's exposure), vrlio made a statement to the 
c^imttee m 1940. The following quotations are taken from his 
Question and answer” statement, which show the connection of- Vie- 
reck with the forum and its publication entitled “Todays Challenge.” 

Q. Who brought in Viereck?— A, Dr. Kohl first brought Viereck in. I had 
never known hmi pe^nally before. I had heard about him, but Kohl introduced 
him to me. \Ve had many discussions. I found him extremely difficult to cefc 
along with, \iereck never had any official position — he simply edited articles 

connected with the Forum?— A. After the first two weeks 
Viereck went to Europe, and lie nothing wliatever to do with the publishing 
of the second and third is-sues of the magazine. He^wroto two articles in all for 
the magazine. I cut some passages from Viereck's article, as editor, wdiich I con- 
siderea confljctetory with our policy, since our policy was not to attack persons 
It was a very insignificant matter, but he felt sure that I had tampered with his 
manuscript. 
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All of these comiectioris and associations of Yiereok were exposed 
by the committee in its so-called Wliite Paper, appendix, part 2, 
which was released in 1940. For more detailed information on Viereck 
see that report, as well as the testimony of Congressman Wright Pat- 
man which appears in volume 14 of the committee's hearings, also the 
court record of Viereck^s trial, which, among other thine^s, brought out 
the fact that Viereck had paid into the Flanders PubliSiing House, of 
Scotch Plains, N. J., $22,500 during the years 1940 and 194L Of this 
amount he received back $4,500 from sales of certain books to the 
German Library of Information. 

The Flanders Publishing Co. printed a number of hooks vrhlch 
were anti-British. 






COLIN ROSS 



^One of the outstanding propagandists of Nazi Germany vlio 
operated in the United States prior to the ’w^ar was Colin Ross whom 
this committee exposed as a Nazi agent as earij as 1938. In the hmi 
report of the commit tec^ filed with the House of Represent-atiyesj the 
following appears: 

It should be noted that according to testimonv we heard, Dr Colin Ross is a 
Naai propagandist who spends liis time between Germany and the United States. 
Me has been one of the outstanding si^eakerg for the German-American Bund and 
has wen a writer for the Weekrnf, official organ of the bund (voL 3, pp, 1133 
and 1134). 

The committee felt that Ross was of such importance that in 1939 a 
suhcommitt^^e lieaded by Representative Jeny Voorhis of California 
made a thorough investigation into his activities and on December 28. 
1939, published a report on the results of the inquiry. Ross was again 
listed as a Nazi agent by the committee in January 194L 

As an indication of the importance of Colin Ross to the Nazi 
government it is pertinent to note that as a result of the committce^s 
leport, the German Government on August 8, 1940, sent the following 
protest to the Department of State, which protest was transmitted to 
the committee on August 20, 1940, by Acting Secretary Sumner 
Welles: 

The German Clmrge d’Affaires presents his compliments to the honorable the 
^cting^Ci-elary of State and hag the honor to advise him as follows: 

On December 28, 1939, the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
pleased a report concerning t^e alleged activities in the United States of the 
Gcrinaii writer Dr. Colin Ross. In this report, with entire lack of evidence, a 
widely recognised and respected German writer is unjustifiably accused and thus 
personally as well as publicly gravely discredited. Upon instructions of my 
Government, I am presenting herewith the translation of Dr. Colin Ross’ state- 
ment in reply to the report of the Dies committee, whioh clearly shows how 
entirely unfounded the charges lodged against him ai-o. 

d ^Affaires would greatly appreciate it if the Acting Secre- 
tary of btate ’would cause a com' of Dr. Colin Ross’ statement to be forwarded 
to the chairman of the Special Committee on Un-American Activities, so that it 
can be made a part of that committee's records.

Report on Colin Ross 

Thursday, December 2S, 1939. 

In releasing the following report on the activities of Dr. Colin 
Ross in the United States, the Committee on Un-American Activities 
wishes to make the emphatic statement that neither the committee as 
a whole nor any of its individual membei’S entertains the slightest 
doubt of the unswerving loyalty to the United States of our fellow 
citizens of German descent. It is as much in their interest as in that 
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of the Nation as a wdiole that the committee has endeavored to bring 
to light some of the facts concerning the operations of Nazi agents 
like Colin Ross, and the leaders of the Geimian-American Bund. 

The question of the form of govennnent of the German or any 
other nation is not one that concerns either this committee or the 
American people. But attempts by any foreign agency to influence 
American citizens in favor of a foreign form of government and 
against American democracy is quite a difierciit matter and one con- 
cerning which the Committee on Un-American Activities has imme- 
diate and great concern. 

This is a report on investigations conducted by the Special Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities concerning Dr. Colin Ross and his 
activities in the United States. 

In order to preserve the prerogative of any and all branches of 
the Government of the United States, the committee makes public 
only the result of its ow^n investigation of the evidence available in 
this case. 

Summarized, we find: 

1. That during the World War Ross \vas a German spy and 
secret-service agent, and that during a portion of this time ho 
was assigned to special propaganda work in behalf of the Impe- 
rial German Government and against the Allies, at least prior 
to the entrance in the conflict of the United States, 

2. That Ross is registered with the 'Department of State as a 
Nazi propagandist, hut that he has not reported in '^full” the 
scope of his activities and therefore is liable to prosecution 
under the terms of this act. 

3: That he committed a number of acts while in this country 
which appeared to come within the category of espionage, and 
that officials extremely high in the Government of the United 
States have issued warnings and secret orders concerning these 
activities. 

4. That many of the speaking engagements in this country 
featuring Ross were arranged for by the various Nazi consuls^ 
officials situated throughout the Nation and that he was promoted 
by, and spoke for, gatherings of the Gennan-A meric an Bunch 

5. That Fritz Kului, fuehrer of the Gcrman-American Bund, 
in recent testimony before this committee admitted his acquaint- 
ance with Ross. 

6. That Ross was instrumental in having 30 American boys 
taken to Gennany, and that the greatest part of the expense of 
tills trip was paid for by various subdivisions of the Nazi Gov- 
ernment and some alleged Germaii-Americans residing in Ger- 
many. 

7. That wiUiin the past 12 months Ross toured the United 
States with his wife, son, and uniformed chauffeur in a special 
Mercedes automobile, equipped with motion-picture cameras, and 
that ho appeared to have funds far in excess of his reported 
earjiings fioni Nazi agencies. 

8. Tixat he attempted to photograph several specialized in- 
dustrial plants and that at least one American refused to comply 
with Ross' requests because they were so extremely derogatory 
to the best interests of the United States. 
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9. This committee recommends that Dr. Colin Ross be pre- 
vented from ever again setting foot on American soil. 

Dr Colin Ross was born in 1885, in Vienna, of Scottish parents 
Ross lived for a number of years in Chicago, where his children went 
to school and his daughter, Renate, got her Ph. D. degree, from the 
University of Chicago. 

This ^nmittee has had information that Ross became a Com- 
mimist m Germany, after the World War, and made considerable 
headway m that movement. With the coming of the Nazi regime 
he took their ideology and soon became one of its most imporUnt 
agents. ^ 

Dr, Otto Denser, Nazi vice consul at Chicago, under date of De- 
cemb^ 16. 1938, m a letter to Clifton M, Utley, director of the Chi- 
aa^ Foreign Relations, before whom Ross was to speak 

He had the opportunity to be close by when the events in Munich took place 
and the German troops subsequently inarelied into the Sudeten territory, 

Eoss has made many trips to this country, always plentifully pro- 
vided with cash, and has shown iilms of his native land here during 
winch time he was directing pictures of events and places in this 
country. 

j® indisputable proof that Ross doctored the pictures em- 
ploying the artifice of montt^e so that the pictures when shown in 
Germany did not depict facts but vile distortions and, particularlv 
with a view of sliownig America in the worst possible light. 

while Ross lived in ^Chicago he made the acquaintance of Prof. 
Martin Sprenghng, of the University of Chicago, and the latter’s son 
who soon provided a circle in which Ross moved, 

R^istration No. 310 was given to the papers filed by Ross with 
the Department of State, under the act requiring the registration of 
propagandists employed in whole or in part by foreign governments 
or Uieir subdivisions In that statement Ross, under oath, states that 
he resides m Munich, Koemgsfcrasse, 29, Gei-many, and that he was 
in tn^ country in connection with work as a newspaper correspond- 
ent (he names some 20 Nazi publications), and for the purpose of 
making a film for the Tobis Filmkimst, Berlin. 

He further claimed that his lectm'cs in this country did not involve 
any foreign principle and that in all occasions he had been paid for 
his lectm^es by an American association. This statement is true, 
but the amounts, as will be shown, did not pay much more than the 
cost of transportation. 

The registration ^atement filed by this Nazi prapagandist also sets 
out that the North German Lloyd Steamship Co. (a Nazi government- 
owned concern) had subsidized his picture to the extent of 7 000 
marks (about $2,800). ^ 

that he had been paid $25 for a lecture in Boston, 
$o0 m New York, $75 in Chicago, before various foreign-policy groups 
and that his compensation for tiiree lectures before German vocational 
l^gues netted l™ $275. He also admits that he received $35 from 
the Tecbmske Verein Ckcago; $25 from the Columbia Damcn Club, 
Chic^o; $35 from the Deutsche Zeitung, Baltimore; and $25 from 
the Deutsche Vcrein, Cleveland. He further accounts for an addi- 
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tional $150 for two lectures on the west coast. These earnings total 
only $696. 

This sum, as readily can be seen, does not account for any of the 
number of speeches that he made before groups of the German- 
American Bund or for the many articles he contributed to the Nazi 
Weekruf and Beobachter, published in this country under the super- 
vision of Fritz Kuhn, “ fuehrer'' of the German- American Bund, who 
admitted under oath in recent testimony before this committee that 
be knew Eoss. 

Information in possession of tliis committee proves that Eoss had 
expensive photographic equipment attached to his automobile in 
such manner that pictures could be taken quicldj and from any 
angle. 

The committee has further information that Eoss sent many of 
the pictures he directed to the laboratories of the Agfa Film Co. 
at Los Angeles, where Federal Government agents reviewed them 
secretly as soon as they had been developed and before they were 
secured by Ross. These films portrayed such scenes os Negroes living 
in huts in the South, women working in cotton mills and cigarette 
factories in North Carolina, and Indians living in small tepees. 

There were also a number of prints made showing in detail cities 
like Pittsburgh and Jersey City in which factory sites and bridges 
were indicated. Ludwig E. Krobfomt, 4917 Glacier Drive, Eagle 
Eock, Los Angeles, was employed by Eoss to make some pictures in 
1939 and later refused to continue his employment because of the 
obvious im- American nature of the work. 

This commiUee wishes at this time to dear Mr. Krahforst of any 
^emplicity in this matter. 

Dr. A. H. Dyckerhoff, an engineer of high standing, connected with 
the Commonwealth Edison Co., Chicago, was asked by Eoss to help 
him secure permission to photograph industrial and agricultural sub- 
jects in that part of the country. 

Never suspecting the true purpose of Eoss' requests, Dr. Dycker- 
liofl suggested pictures of T. V. A., hut strip mills in the steel-making 
area, process Of preparing and quick freezing of fruits and vegetables 
in the fields, etc. Contact was made with officials of the Inter- 
national Harvester Co., Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corporation. Permis^ 
svm was refused. A few days later Eoss w'as stopped by a policeman 
for taking pictures (motion) without a permit. 

How the Nazi consuls in this country cooperate with Ross is best 
shown by the letter of Dr. Otto Denzer, Nazi vice consul in Chicago, 
to Clifton Utley, of the Foreign Policy Association of that city, under 
date of December 16, 1938, in which he states: 

Enclosed please find a few biographical data on Colin Ross. May I assure 
you that if arrangements could be made for hig appearance before the Council 
on Foreign Relations Bometime during the first days of January 1939, thie would 
be highly appreciated. 

It should he noted that at his speech Eoss was booed and hissed 
and that among those seated at the speakers' table were:

In that 3ani0 letter Ross states: 

This letter is to confirm my acceptance of your invitation to address the 
meeting of Chicago Council on Foreign Relations on January 3 * ^ j 
had asked the German consul to let you know that I agree with the arrance- 
ments, * * * » 

EfTorts of the German consul general in St. Louis^ Mo.^ to arrange 
a spealnng engagement for Ross in that city collapsed when it was 
disco vercfl by civic interests that the Nazi governm.erit was partici- 
pating ill the lecture tour. Citizens of St. Louis stopped arrange- 
ments for the contemplated lecture hy Ross on securing infonnation 
that the German consul general had rented an auditorium for the 
occasion. 

In testimony before this committee on August 17, 1939, Frits 
Kuhn stated as follows with regard to Dr. Colin Ross:

OUR AMERICA 

A man will ri.se and gather them, a German Thomas Paine. He will not 
found a new' party, no association, no alliance, no union, but will comprise in a 
matter-of-fact fellowship all who are of German blood, as soon as thev t>ecoine 
aware of the fact that they are not Americans but ”Ainerikaner,” people of 
German blood and American soil.

This will make America the first 
Continental State,” tlie first continent peacefully united under a uniform idea 
tJie great model for all othem. 
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If the people of German blood succeed in achieving this immense task, this 
greatest service which they can render their new homeland, then they may — 
with a slight variation of the woids of a German poet — say: 

'“America would have been nothing 
If we were not .Amerikaner — ^ 

We, Anierikanerj we — t” 

And as a father proudly speaks of a child that has reached fame and fortune 
as ”mv son,” without bv these words laying claim to his wealth, so may we say 
to the' New World beyond the Atlantic created in part also by us and in such a 
way that no one can take it ill of us: 

Our 

The following report is taken from the original notations made hj 
an American newspaper reporter covering the speech given by Dr. 
Colin Ross on June 1, 1937, 

^‘Speech of Colin Roes, adventurer and professional speaker, on X-nser 
Amerika,' at a meeting sponsored by the New York Post of the German -American 
Bund at the Yorkville Cacino, June L Attendance about 500. He was intro- 
duced as a great American who uiiderstanda the German people. He sailed that 
night at midnight for Germany. 

“'America,” he said, ‘“now is controlled by a few wealthy men. In Germany 
the people are in control. That is what Hitler has done for the German people. 
His principles should be applied here so that the Government could be given 
back to the people, German- Americans should stand united behind tlie ideals 
of Germanv and educate the American people to those ideals. 

‘T look “about and see Father Divine. He is called a lOO-percent American, 
I meet an Englishman from Boston. He says he is 100-percent American because 
the English were here first, French^ Hollanders, and Germans all say they are 
lOO-percent Americans, I come to wonder just what a 100-percent American is. 
And 1 decided he is that man who stands for the best things for the people. That 
is why followers of Hitler are the real 100-pcrcent Americans.” 

Then a group of bund members presented a play in English, using the court 
record of the case of Julius Hochfeldsr v. Fritz Kuhn, head of the German- American 
Bund. The bund is making great coital out of the fact the case was thrown out 
of court after six postponements. It was an attempt to prove their paper tho 
Deutecher Weekruf und Beobachter was circulated without being formally 
registered. They claim Jewish intrigue was responsible for,tbe case. The audience 
howled at the impersonation of Jewish lawyers by their fellow bund members. 

The above notations contradict the testimony of Fritz Kuhn in 
which he states that there is no connection between Dr. Colin Ross 
and the German- American Bund; that Knhn testified Ross spoke at 
a meeting in the Turner Hall, whereas actually he spoke in the Tork- 
ville Casino; that while Kulm contends the bund did not sponsor 
the meeting, actually the bund did promote the gathering and in fact 
presented a play ridiculing the Xew York court authorities at the 
same meeting. 

In a document secured by this committee inviting American boys 
to Germany, midor arrangements by Dr. Ross, the following para- 
graphs are found :

help them, and provide them with shelter and food.

Ross also wrote an article for the German -American Bund paper 
on October 27 1938^ entitled ''Understanding Between Geimiany and 
America — ^Basis for World Peace*” This is a two-column'lcngtb. 
article* It should be noted here that Fritz KuW is the head of the 
publication, and that all editorial matter is subject to his approval, 
and that he so stated in recent testimony before this committee* It 
should also be noted that in the above quotation from the Weekruf of 
December 1, 1938, that the Turner Hall referred to in the article was 
at that time the headquarters of the German-American Bund, Man- 
hattan Post. The^e facts again refute the testimony of Fritz Kuhn 
referred to herein, in which he denies any alffiliation w'ith Ross* 

In the Weekruf of Januaiy 19, 1939, page 4, is an item entitled

It lauds Rosa as Ger- 
many's best writer of travel books. The writer states that RosS' — 

openly declares himself m favoring dictatorship as the best form of govern- 
ment * * # 

He concludes the article with the statement that — ' 

with prophetic vision Colin Ross secs dictatorship dawning for tlie Americans; 
to bring to thenij who have always regarded themselves as the freest in tlie 
world j a release from conditions grown intolerable. 

In the New York Times, March 16, 1939, is an article by William 
R. Conklin, dispatched from San Francisco. In this story Dr. Colin 
Ross is referred to as ^^coinnieiitatur for the officiai Nazi newspaper.” 
It is further pointed out in this article that Ross told the Common- 
wealth Club of San Francisco that there had been “a lot of fuss in 
the newspapers” about him coining to this country to spread Nazi 
propaganda, but he declared that he held no official status in the Nazi 
regime. In this same story Ross predicts that Europe will become 
one great empire “with the centi^al power, of course, in Germany.” 

Following is the text of an article concerning Ross^ which appeared 
in the New York World-Telegram, March 17, 1939, in which par- 
ticular attention is called to extracts from the work of Dr. Ross, as 
translated from the German. 

By his words, Dr. Colin Ross, ace Nazi commentator od the Western Hemi- 
splierej has been telling Americans on a lecture fconr that Adolf Hitler ajid tlie 
Naisis do not even ^*tliink about conquests in your hemisphere/^ 

But by his ptibliahed works, it was charged here today, Dr. Ross has revealed 
an entirely different story. It was Dr. Hoss^ "explanation^' of German-trade 
activities in Latin America whicli provoked Mayor La Guardians blast last night 
in San Francisco. 

The charges here were made by J. Anthony Marcus, former trade adviser 
to the Agricultural Adjustment Administration and the president of Good Will 
Counsellors, Inc., of 576 Fifth Avenue.

Dr. Ross, according to Mr. Marcus, also has written three books, published 
by official Reich piiblishing houses, on German tactics to be used in the western 
world. 

Uneer Amerika — Our America — d^icts the United States as the creation of 
German migrants, ivith 20,000,000 Germ an- blooded residents as a nucleus for 
Nazi expansion, Mr. Marcus said. 

Der Balkan Amerikas — ^The American Balkans— described Central America 
as the focal point for control of the Western Hemisphere. Der Pacifik' — der 
Ozean der Eiitscheiduneen — The Pacific, the Decisive Ocean — indicated the 
strategic importance of the Pacific. 

Mr. Marcus made public several extracts from tliese %vorks by Dr. Ross, as 
translated from the German as follows: 

"America is ours. America is ours not only because German blood flows in 
the veins of at least twenty or thirty iniHion Americans * * * 
cause in its origins America is a creature of the German spirit * * The 
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qu^tioii \e whether these milliona of German people recognise their hour of 
destiny” (pp. 25 and 26, Unaer Amcrika). 

believe that Germany's hour will strike in America * ^ ^ great his- 

toric developments usually mature underground, to rise into view suddenly, 
without any apparent j^reparation” (p. 16, Unser Amerika).

Following is the text of an article concerning Dr. Ross whicli ap- 
peared ill the New York iVmerican, January 16, 1939, in which 

E articular attention is called to the fact that Fritz Kuhn with six of 
is German-Ainerican Bund officers attended the gathering at which 
Ross spo^. (This fact again refutes the testimony of Fritz Kuhn 
before this committee when he stated tlmt he had seen Ross on only 
one occasion.) 

Directly opposite vicws'of the situation of Germany "inside and out^^ brought 
jeers and cheers yesterday at a meeting of the Foreign Policy Association at 
the Hotel Astor, attended by approximately 1,000 persons. 

Frita Kuhn, leader of the Germ an- American Bund, attended with six follow- 
ers and sat silently through tlie 2 liours of speaking and then left without giving 
any expression of opinion. 

Colin Rogs, German author, gave it as his opinion that Germany, as a nation, 
is at least 90 i>ercent behind Hitler because of 'The long way Hitler has brought 
Germany from the despair and degradation that was hens under the terms of [ 
the Treaty of Versailles in 1933, to the point in 1939 where Germany is strong j 
enough to give the whole world the jitters.” \ 

Boss was roundly liissed, but told his audience he w'as present to present the ■ 
German view of Hitler and Germany's situation, and felt that, under the eir- l 
cumstances, he was entitled to uninterrupted expression. ? 

Ernst Wilhelm Meyer, formerly first secretary of the German Embassy in ^ 
Washington, dreiv cheers when he declared: "There is a great undercurrent of 
disapproval of Hitler in Germany but, under the one-party system, none dares 
express an opinion against the Ka^i Party, and so the world gets the story, and j 
a picture, of almost unanimous backing of Hitler. Never in the history of \ 
Germany has there been more enforced hypocrisy, more insincerity, than exists 
in German today. Don't judge Germany, as a nation, by Hitler. Much as 
they hate Hitlerism, Gormans all over the world would hate to see an army, 
because of Hitlerism, sent against their country, because Hitler has that country \ 
terrorized into outward acceptance of his regime,” 

Dr. Ross and Fritz Gissibl, former national leader of the Friends 
of New Germany, shared the platform at a Naai meeting held in the 
Germania Club, Chicago, on June 17, 1934. A complete report of this 
meeting is found in the Deutsche Zeitung, of January 27, 1934. 
Gi^ibl lied the United States alter exposure of his un-American ac- 
tivities by the McCormack Committee on un-American Activities and 
has since become a director of the Foreign Propaganda Institute at 
Stuttgart, Germany. 

The New York Times of April 5, 1934, reports that Dr. Colin Ross i 
arrived on the North German Lloyd liner Europa from Germany. j 
As shown above, Dr. Ross spoke in Chicago the previous January 17. I 
This, the.Ti, indicates that Ross between January 17 and April 5 had j 
been in Germany and back again to the United States. It is one : 
typical instance of frequent visits between the United States and 
Germany made by him. 
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The committee wishes again to emphasize that in the preparation 
of this report it has made public only the result of its own investiga- 
tions of the evidence available in this case. The committee further 
has in its possession evidence mdicating that there has been consider- 
ably more activity on the part of Ross which has nob yet been entirely 
explored by the Government of the United States, particularly as to 
the sundry contacts and associates of Ross in various movements 
about this country. 






H. E, HOFFMAN 



It is probably true that more Nazi propaganda was disseminated in 
the United States under the name of H. K. Hoffman than under any 
other single Nazi auspices. 

Hoffmanns headquarters and mailing address were Munich^ Ger-* 
maiiy. His principal publications prepared for propaganda in the 
United States were AniDrican Views, For eign News, News from Ger- 
many, and Fcoiioinics, His output of Nazi propaganda was truly 
prolific. 

THB COMMITTEU^S INVESTIGATION 

From the time of its inception down to the end of 1940, the com- 
mittee Icept a complete file of Hoffman’s propaganda which entered 
the United States. 

At the end of 1940, this committee published a special report en- 
titled ^^Appendix — Part III, Frelimiiiaiy Report on Totalitarian 
Propaganda in the United States.'' This report dealt at length with 
the material mailed from Munich by Hoffman. 

A few days after the publication of the committee's report, the 
Postmaster General issued an order which stopped the distribution of 
Hoffman’s material through the mails. Prior to the Postmaster 
Gencrars order, American taxpayei's had been paying the bill for the 
distribution of this Nazi propaganda. 

Operating under the terms of the Universal Postal Union, the Post 
Office Department had been handling free of any charge to Germany 
tile vast quantity of Hoffman's material from the time it was unloaded 
in our ports until its ultimate deliveiy to addressees all over the 
United States. 

THE QU'AKTITY OF HOFFMAn's PEOPAGANDA OUTPUT 

The committee obtained from the Post Office Department a record 
of shipments of Hoffman’s material covering a period of 12 weeks from 
Septmnber 6 to November 27, 1940. This record revealed that ap- 
proximately 9)f tons of mail from the Munich propagandist entered 
the United States in that brief period.

OBJECTIVE OF HOFFMAN'S FEOPAGANDA 



In its report at the end of 1940, the committee pointed out that 
“the main item in this propaganda effort is to oppose American 
preparedness for national defense.'' The committee further called 
attention to the racial and religious hatred which Hoffman and 
similar Axis propagandists attempted to inculcate in their American 
readers. 



EDWIN EMERSON 



Edwin Emerson j veteran of tlie Spanish-Ainerican Wai'j, war and 
press correspondent, lias been proven to be an official agent 
of the German Government and. of the Gernian Nazi party in this 
country. He was investigated by the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities under the chairmanship of the Honorable John 
McCormack as well as by this committee. 

EMERSON^S BACKGROUND 

Edwin Emerson was born in Dresden, Saxony, Germany, on 
January 23, 1869. He graduated from Harvard University and 
hiter served with Koosevelt^s Rough Riders in the Spanish-American 
^ar. He h^ had a long career as a military observer, soldier of 
fortune, foreign and war correspondent throughout Central America, 
Venezuela, Nicaragua, and Mexico, described in his various books and 
articles. 

Emerson resided at various times at the following addresses: 
ns East Eighteenth Street, 215 East Fifteenth Street, New York 
City, and more recently at Belle Haven, Ya. 

CONNECTIONS WITH G ERMA NT 

He was war correspondent with General Yon Hindenherg at 
Tannenberg in 1914, with General Beseler at Antwerp, Ypres, and 
}Ya.rsaw and with Mackcnsen in Serbia, Rumania, and Macedonia 
m 1916. 

1^14 to 1917, Emerson was the editor of the English Conti- 
nental News, published by the German Government to carry on 
pro-German propaganda among English-speaking soldiers durine: 
the last World War. 

April 11, 1915, Count Von Bemstoff, German Ambassador to 
the United States, and Emei’son were in contact with each other and 
a letter from Emerson acknowledging a check for $1,000 was found 
among Yon Eernstoff's papei-s. In November 1915 Emerson received 
a mre from Ambassador Bemstoff expressing regret at missing him 
a^ stating that ^^Paper will inform me.” He has received funds from 
official German sources for services to the German Propaganda Bureau. 
On November 22, 1918, the President of Guatemala charged Emerson 
with being a German spy. In 1921 and 1923, Emerson was expelled 
from Austria and Switzerland as an undesirable alien engaged in 
subvemive activity. 

Emerson seems to have been as active in behalf of the Nazi German 
Government as he was in behalf of the Kaiser, In its issue for May 
15, 1933, the ^^Amcrika Deutsche Post,” a pro-Nazi paper published 
in New York, announced that its headquarter were m room 1923 in 
me Whitehall Building, at 17 Battery Place, This was the office of 
Colonel Emerson. On August 29, 1 940, the Honorable Wright Patman 
testified before the Special Committee on Un-American Activities 
that — 

Colonel Edwin Emeison of New York was named the Nazi Party repie^ciitative 
in Ainorioa ^ * both by the German Consul in New York and by the 
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German Tourist Information Office. + ^ Ho was one of the first to come 

here representing the Naai form of government in America. He had charge of 
Kaui activities in 1933 and in subsequent years. 

(Hearings, toL 14, pp. 8168, $179.) 

A dispatch to the Chicago Daily News from their Berlin coitg- 
spondent, Jumus B. Wood, declared: 

An announcement from the press section of the Naai paity that Colonel Edwin 
Emerson, a New York clubman, has been named representative of the party's 
interests in the United States, revives unpleasant memories for many Americans 
who served overseas during the World War. 

In his testimony before the McCormack committee, Carl 0* 
Dickey, advertisingrepresentetive of the German Tourists Informa- 
tion, declared that Emerson had asked him to send out the pamphlet 
“Church and State” by Frederick Franklin Schrader, published by 
the Friends of Germany, 17 Battery Place, New York City. The 
following excerpts from tliis pamphlet, issued to counteract the tide 
of religious opposition to Hitler and his regime, will show its propa- 
gandistic nature: 

Patriotic Germans take great satisfaction in the recent improvement of rela- 
tions between the Church and State in the Fatherland * * * What Bis- 

marck failed to accomplish in eight years of cultural etTugglo (KulturkainpO 
Hitler won for his people in six months of negotiations. 

Frederick Franldin Schrader was an employee of the German Consul 
who had canned on pro -German propaganda during the World War 
and had been a wnter for the “American Observer,” the English 
supplement to the pro-Nazi “Amerika Deutsche Post.” 

Congressman Patman testified that — 

Colonel Emerson maintained a "translation and advertising bureau” in the 
Whitehall Building, 17 Battery Place, New York, which is also the address of 
the Gorman Consul General. This happens to be the same place where the 
publication EAcrs im Review was issued. 

Emerson's aides in this enterprise were Frederick Franklin Schx'ader, 
T. St. John Gaffney, former American Consul General in Munich 
who was retired during the first World War because of pro-German 
activity, Ferdinand Hansen, Joseph J. O 'Donohue, Rev. Francis 
.Gross, and Arthur Fleming Waring (hearings, voi. 14, p. 8206). 

Emerson was the director of the Friends of Germany, with offices 
.at 17 Battery Place, New York, 

Emerson was a contributor to the Deutscher Weekruf and Beo- 
bachter, official Bund organ, and arranged for Fritz Kuhn’s trip to 
Nazi Germany (heanngs, vol. 8, p. 5195U 

Emerson was in close touch with Royal Scott Gulden, who organ- 
ized the secret “Order of '76,” William Dudley Pelley, head of the 
Silver Shirts, and George Sylvester Viereck, convicted Nazi propa- 
gandist. Ill fact, Pelley lived with Emerson for some time at the 
Hotel Edison in New" York. Members of this group toother with 
Carl Guenther Orgell, Emerson's secretaiy, and Captain Mensing of 
the North German Lloyd Line are reported to have had numerous 
parties aboard the Kuropaj the Bremen ^ and the De'tdsehlandf accord- 
ing to testimony presented to this committee (hearings, vol. 12, pp. 
7541 to 7552). 

According to the testimony of William Dudley Pelley, Emerson oL 
fered to place 16,000 Germans in Pelley' s Silver Legion at $10 per 
head, an offer which Pelley declared he lefused. 
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In wnnection with its exposure of Maiifre<f Zapp and the Trans- 

ocefiii I^ews ServicGj the committee found two pieces of coiTespoiidence 
Avith Emereon. Exhibit 122, in appendix— Part II, reads as follows:

FRIENDS OP GERMANY 

The Friends of Germany was organized in 1933 by Emerson. 

J hc hriencls of Xew Germany, immediate predecessor of the 
German- American Bund, appeared on tlie scene shortly after the 
formation of Emerson's Friends of Germany. 

In May 1934, the leadem of the two organisations with similar 
names the Friends of Germany and the Friends of New Germany — 
negotiated an arrangement whereby the members of the Friends of 
Germany were to he admitted to the Friends of New Geimiany 
wnUiout the payment of an initiation fee. Thereupon, the Friends 
of Germany wus dissolved*

GERMAN-AMEMCAN BUND 

j (Amerikadeutscher Volks blind) 

I The German-Ameri can Bund foUoTved closely the pattern of treason 
made familiar by the Nasls in such organizations as those of Norway’s 
Quisling, Czechoslovakia’s Henlein, Belgium's Degr^elle, and Jugo- 
[ slavia's Pavelic, Operating under the flimsy pretext of cultural objeo- 
[ tives and general Gemi an- American welfare, the bund was always and 
? everywhere a Nazi agency working for disruption, espionage, sabotage, 
and treason. The bund's pious pretenses were so shallow that it is 
impossible to believe that any considerable proportion of its member- 
; ship was ever truly deceived concerning its objectives. 

i THE committee's INVESTIGATION 

On August 12, 1938, this committee held its first public heariugs* 
In an all-day sessioru the committee heard four witnesses who testi- 
fied concerning the German-American Bund and its counterpart for 
German nationals, the German Bund. 

The most impoitant of the committee's first witnesses was Peter 
Gissibl, who had been active in the pro-Nazi organizations which pm- 
ceded the fomiation of the Geraian-American Bund and had later, for 
a period of more than a year, been the local leader of the bund in 
Chicago* 

It was definitely established through the testimony of Gissibl that 
Fritz Kuhn had ordered the destruction of bund correspondence and 
inembei^hip lists in order to prevent their coming into the hands of 
this committee* At the veiy outset of its investigations, therefore, 
the committee was faced with the defiance and recalcitrance of the 
bund leaders. Nevertheless, the very act of destroying its records 
i strongly con finned the widely held suspicion of the subversive char- 
] acter and aims of the German-American Bund 
I During the latter half of 1938, the committee employed as an inves- 
' tigator a man who had become a member of the bund in order to 

: obtain evidence of the bund’s character from the inside. 

\ The committee heard 23 witnesses on the bund in public sessions* 

[ These included some of tlie outstanding leaders of the bund itself* 

I The following is a tabulation of the witnesses who appeared before 
! the committee in public sessions and gave testimony on the German- 
I American Bund, together w'ith the dates of their appearance and the

THE committee's REPORTS ON THE BUND 

In its first report to the House of Representatives in January 19^9, 
this committee dealt at length with the German-Ainerican Bund, 
(Sec pp. 91-113 of that report*) The same was done in subsequent 
annual reports to the House. 

In January 1941, the committee issued a special report of 17$ pages 
dealing exclusively with the buml This report is known as Appen- 
dix— Part IV. This report was introduced by the prosecution in the 
lecent trial of bund leaders in Kew York, a trial which resulted 
ill the conviction of all tlie defendants. In this report, based largely 
upon documents obtained from the personal effects of Gerhard 
Wilhelm Kunze, the committee found the following things: 

1. That the bund was chai'fl.ctcrized by the same ruthless 
efficiency of the militai-y set-up wdiich eliaracteriaed Hitler's 
machine in Germany, 

2* That bund membem w^ere subjected to “absolute loyalty'' 
and “blind obedience^* to the bund's fueJirer, 

3, That the bund demanded that its members be “fanatical 
fighters’^ for national socialism* 

4. That, the bund anticipated the necessity of violence in 
carrying out its ]>rogmm. 
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5* That the blind w^as characterized by extreme religious 
bigotry, 

6. That the bund aimed at the establishment of a new kind of 
government in the United States, one wffiich should incorporate 
the principle of Nazi religious bigotry*

8. That the bund specified that its meetings should be dosed 
with the following declaration: “To a free, Gentile-ruled United 
States and to our fighting movement of awakened Aryan Ameri- 
cans, a threefold rousing Tree Americal Free Am erica! Free 
America!' “ 

9* That the bimdkvas an absolutely secret organization* 

10, Thfi.t the bund looiced upon all iVmencans of German 
descent as owdng loyalty to the Reich* 

11. And that the bund was ideologically and organizationally 
tied to Nazi Germany* 

OUTLINE OF the BUND's HISTORY 

Tracing the organizational background of the Germ an- American 
Bund briefly, w^e find the following stages: 

(1) The first definitely Nazi group organized on American soil was 
formed in Chicago in October 1924, The group was known as Teu- 
tonia and its founder was Fritz Gissibl* Gissibi, who w^as an alien 
at the time, later became a member of the National Socialist German 
Labor Party {the full English title of the Nazi Party in Germany)* 
He ’was horn in Nuremberg, Germany, and came to the United 
States in December 1923* A period of only 10 months elapsed between 
time of his arrival in this counti’y and the time of his forming Teutonia* 
He made no secret of his allegiance to Adolf Hitler, Gissibl was a 
printer by trade and was employed on the Chicago Daily News until 
his Nazi activities were publicly exposed. According to Gissibfls 
sworn statements, Teutonia never had more than 50 members in Chi- 
cago. In 1931, a branch pi Teutonia was foimed in Detroit. The 
Detroit branch was still smaller, having an ^proximate membership 
of 12, The leader of the Detroit branch of Teutonia was one Walter 
Hentschel* Hubert Schnuch succeeded Fritz Gissibl as leader of the 
Chicago branch of Teutonia* According to Gissibl j Teutonia was dis- 
banded in 1932. Approximtely 1 year later, most of the members of 
Teutonia joined the Friends of New Germany. Peter Gissibl, Fritz^s 
brother, and Hubert Schnucli both testified that Teutonia was the 
forerunner of the Friends of New Germany. 

(2) Between the time of the dissolution of Teutonia and the time of 
the formation of the Friends of New Germany, approximately 1 year 
clafised. During that interim of 1 year, locals of the National 
Socialist German Labor Party were organized in Chicago and Detroit, 
A local of the Nazi Party had previously been organized in New York 
City* In April 1933, on orders from Sudolf Hess, deputy leader of 
tlie Nazi Party in Germany, these American locals of the National 
Socialist German Labor Party were disbanded, 

(3) In July 1933, the Friends of New Germany was formed in 
Chicago, According to Fritz Gissibl, “the left-overs of the former 
Nazi Party and their friends" sent delegates to Chicago for the pur- 
pose of setting up the Friends of New Germany. The Chicago 
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convention elected Heinz Spanknoebel as leader and Fritz Gissibl 
as deputy leader of the new organization. New York City was 
chosen as the seat of the organization's national headquarters, 
bpanknoehel, a photocngi'aver by trade, claimed that he was a 
clergyman at the time he entered the United States. At the public 
hearings of the McCormack committee (Special Committee on 
tn-Aniencan Activities) on Juno 6 , 1934, a letter from Heinz Spank^* 
noebcJ to Walter Kappe w^as introduced in evidence. This letter 
read, ni part, as follows; 

First of all, coiiadeutially, for technical reasons my commission must continue 
as leader of the defense and enlightenment in the U, S. A., for winch also the 
necessary funds have been appropriated. * * ^ Our office here leans closely 
on the consul general, and at present, I am occupied with negotiations and with 

t authoriisat-ioiis from the Supreme 

Party Office as well from the Ministry for Propaganda. 

This letter was dated July 6 , 1933. 

(4) On Oecember 1 , 1935, tritz Kuhn became the head or fuehrer 
of the In'ieiuls of New Germany. lu March 1936, in Buffalo, the 
Friends of New Germany became the German-American Bund and 
Fritz Kuhn was made its leader. Kulm remained as leader until 
JJecember 1939, when he was convicted of the misuse of the funds 
of the organization. Gerhard Wilhelm Kunze thereupon succeeded 
Kuhn as the buiicrs fuehrer.

When Kuhn Avas a witness before the Special Committee on Un- 
Amencan Activities, he state^ that he had never at any time been a 
member of the National Socialist Party in Germany. However his 
testimony on this point w^as in conflict with a statement which' ap- 
peared m the official publication of the Friends of New Geimany the 
Nazi organization which preceded the German- American Biinch In 
this publication, a picture of Kuhn was carried in the issue of Decern- 
1 Kulm, wdio had just become the recognized national 

letider of the Nazi element among Germans in this countiy was 
introduced to his Nazi followers with the following statement: 

... became a member of the Naai Party in 1921 and was active 

Dr Mumcli police commissioner, one of the first leading Naai officials, 

Kuhn further testified before the Special Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities that he had had no part in the Mimieh beer hall putsch 
of Noveinber 9, 1923, This, too, was in direct conflict wdth the state- 
ment which apia^ared imdeiGiis picture in the Friends of New Germany 
paper of December 30, 1935, wdiich declared: 
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When on November 9, 1923, in front of the Feldherrenhalle in Munich, Bavarian 
police shot at the Nazis marching under the leadership of Hitler and Ludendorff, 
Kuhn was among the marching Na^ig. 

Whether Kulm committed perjury on the foregoing questions when 
he was a witness before the committee, or Avhetlier the Nazi news- 
paper deliberately falsified liis record and background, the committee 
is not in a position to state. One thing is certain, however, and that 
is that the Friends of New Germany desired veiy much to present 
itself as a bona fide Nazi organizatioji by correctly or falsely, as the 
case may be, introducing its fiielirer as one of the original and devoted 
followers of Adolf Hitler. 

Kuhn entered the United States at Laredo, Tex., on or about May 
IS, 1927. Prior to that date, he claims to have had a residence of 
about 3 years in Mexico, 

After his entry into the United States, Kuhn proceeded directly to 
Detroit, where te obtained employment in the Henry Ford Hospital 
and later tvs a chemical enghieer in the Ford Motor Co, Kuhn's 
employment in these Ford institutions lasted about 8 yearn, 

Kuhn was naturalized in Detroit on December 3 , 1934, 

Prior to his naturalization, Fritz Kuhn became a member of the 
Friends of Nqxv Germany, the Nazi organization which was the pred- 
ecessor of the Germ an- American Bund, Kuhn Avas, 111 fact, the 
local unit leader of the Friends of NeAv Germany in Detroit. It is, 
therefore^ apparent that, wholly apart from other evidence, Kuhn's 
loyalty Avas to Nazi Gcimany at the very time that he took out his 
final citizenship papers in the United States. Mmost 3 y Gal’s later, 
Kuhn made it unequivocally clear that his American citizenship had 
not interfered Avith his loyalty to Nazi Germany. In his bund news- 
paper, Deiitscber Weckriif imd Beobachter, for April 22 , 1937, Kuhn 
AATote as follows: 

We n?ay have various citizensliip papei-g in our drawers, but we are all Germans 
and part of the great German nation of a hundred inillioii people. 

The Gemmn-A meric an Bund was formally launched at a national 
conveiition held in Buffalo, N. Y., in March 1936. Kuhn testified 
before the Special Committee on Un-Amcrican activities that he 
personally called tins convention together. He was made bundes- 
fuelirer (bund leader) of the new organization. Subsequently, Kuhn 
became head of three subsidiaiy or affiliated organizations. They 
were the German-Americn .11 Business League, the A. Y. Publishing 
Coiporation, and the A. V, DcA^clopmciit Corporation. (The initials 
A, Y. Stand for the German title of the bund Avhich is Amerika- 
d eu t sche r Yol ksbu nd ) . 

Ill the Deiitsclier Weekruf iind Beobachter, official bund ncAvs- 
paper, the \usit of Kuhn and a delegation of German -American Bund 
storm troopers to Germany was described Avitli obvious pride in both 
^Amrds and pictures. The accounts of this visit, Avhicli took place in 
1936, are found fii the Deutscher Wecknif and Beobachter for August 
6 , August 27, and September 10 , 1936. Wlieii these bund storm 
troopers paraded in Berlin before Hitler himself, the Nazi Feuhrer 
stood on the balcony of the Chancellory. As Hitler stood there 
viewing this parade, Fritz Kuhn went to the balcony and, according 
to the words of the Deutscher Weekruf iind Beobachter itself, *^Buiid 
Leader Fritz Kuhn reported to him.” The German text of this episode 
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^ as follows: Auf dem Balkon der Reichsl?:a 7 izlei steheiid, Dalim 

Keiciiskaiizler Hitler den Vorbeimai’scli ab, Bundesfuelirer Fi'itz 
Kuhn erstattet ihm Meldimg/^ It cannot be denied tbat Hitler in 
Uiis manner gpe the highest official recognition of tlie fact that the 
German -Amei'ican Bund was a Nazi agency and that Bimdesfuelirer 
^ i^ntz Kuhn was a suboidmate of Hitler himself. According to the 

report winch was published in the bund’s own newspaper, Hitler 
relied to Kuhn, '‘Now you go back and continue your struggle^' 

JM'itz Kuhn permitted himself to be described as ''the American 
Henlein_ in the Deulscher Weekruf und Beobachter of August 31 
1939. The treasonable role of Henlein in Czechoslovakia is. of course! 
a matter of public record. Kuhn's career as leader of the German- 
Amciican Bund and the record of the bund itself fit perfectly the 
pattmi made fmiiiliar by Quisling in Norway, Degreile in Belgium, 
and Henlem in Czechoslovakia. 

From March 1930, until lie was sent to prison, Kuhn occupied the 
position of buiKlesfuelircr in the German- American Bund. In the 
oiganization, his word was law. In Noyember 1939, Kuim was com 
victed of misuse of the funds of tlie German-Ainerican Bund and was 
committed to prison shortly thereafter. 

Fritz Kuhn was a witness before the Special Committee on Un- 
Araerican Activities on August 16 and 17, and October 19, 1939. T3ic 
transcript of bis testimony may be found on pages 3705-3SS9 and 
0043-6124 of the committee’s published hearings* 

OliRHARD WILHELM KUNZX, 

Gerliartl Wilhelm Kiuize was bom iu Camden, N, J„ on Jaiui- 
aiy 10, 1906* 

According his testimony before the Special Committee on 
Un-Aniencan Activities, Kiinze's formal education extended through 
high schoo . He idso received electrical and mechanical traininsr in 
various night schools* ^ 

By occupation, Kunze was a chauffcur-mechaiiic. and electrician up 
until lu8 full-time cmployineiit with the. Germ an -American Bund. 

Kunze states that ho joined the Fiieiids of New Gernmnv in 
beptcniber ]933 and that he was a member of the convention w4iich 
toimdcd the Gernian-Americam Bund at Buffalo, N. T., in March 
1936. From the fonnat-ion of the Bund until Ausust 1937 Kunze was 
employed by the German-Ainericaii Bund in Philadelphia From 
Wovembtw 1937 until April 1939 he worked with the German-American 
Bund in New lork on a volunttw basis. From April 1939 until the 
entry ot tlie United States into the war in December 1941 Kunze was 
einployed on a salary basis by the Genn an -American Bund, 

IGiuze s position Hith the bimd prior to the imprisonment of Fritz 
Kuhn WHis that of national, public relations director. After Kubii 
was conducted and sent to prison, Kunze became ^ acting national 
biindesfuebrer of the German-American Bund. His term of acting 
bundesfuebrer extended from December 5, 1939, to September 1 
p40. On the latter date, Gerhard Wilhelm Kunze became iiationai 
bmKlestuehrer of the German-American Bund and continued in that 
capacity until the entry of the United States into the watr in December 
1941* 
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- After the United States entered the war, Kunze ded to Mexico 
with the alleged intention of making an escape to Germany* In July 
1942 he was apprehended by the Mexican authorities, taken to the 
border, where he was pickerl up by United States authorities and 
fiowii to New Toilv. Kunze has been convicted on several counts in- 
cluding espionage. ■ i 

Gerhard Wilhelm Kunze was a wdtness before the Special Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities on October 1 , 1940. The transcript 
of his testimony may be found on pages 8251-8283 in the committee’s 
publislied hearings* 

PETER GISSIBL 

Peter Gissibl wns bom in Germany on October 2, 1900. He landed 
ill the United States on May 10, 1923, and became a naturalized 
citizen of this country on April 29, 1929* 

In February 1925 Gissibl joined the Teutonia Society, one of the 
Nazi predecessors of the German- American Bund. Gissibl was also a 
member and an ofRcial in the Friends of New Germany (organized 
in May 1933 and dissolved at the time of t.lic formation of the German- 
American Bund in March 1936). 

Peter Gissibl was president of the German-American Business 
League (Deiitscher Konsum Verband), an auxiliary of the German- 
American Bund. He was also president of the Teutonia Publishing 
Co,, ancl piesident of the Concordia Male Chorus, 

From May 1, 1937, until May IS, 1938, Peter Gissibl was local unit 
leader of the German-American Bund in Chicago, a position wKicli he 
states that he resigned on the latter date because of (.lisagreeinents 
with Fritz Kuhn* 

Peter Gissibbs brother, Fritz, was the founder of the Teutonia 
Society and later the national president of the Friends of New 
Germany* 

Peter "Gissibl was a witness before the Special Committee on Un- 
American Activities on the first day of the committee's taking testi- 
mony at public heanngs, which was on August 12, 1938* The 
transcript of his testimony may be found on pages 47-72 and 84-86 
of the committee's published hearings. 

AUGUST KLAPPROTT 

August Klapprott \vas born in Germany on September 4, 1906. He 
came to the United States in 1927. and w"as naturalized in 1934. 

For 10 years after his anival in the United States, Klapprott %vorked 
as a bricldayer* From May 1937 until January 1940 he operated a 
restam^ant in Nordland, Nf J. In January 1940 he became a full- 
time salaried einployee of the German American Binid. 

Klapprott states that he was a member of the Friends of New Ger- 
many for a period of 2 years prior to the formation of the bund. He 
joined the German-American Bund at the time of its formation in 
March 1936. 

Kl appro tt's position in the bund was that of eastern department 
leader* In the whole of the United States, the German-American 
Bund has three departments, the eastern, tlie middle western, and tlie 
western. Klapprott' s territory extended from Maine to Florida and 
included tlie inland States of Veitnont and West Yirginia* 
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August I^lapprott is now under indictment for conspiracy to inter- 
^ operation of tlie Selective Service Act- 
Ivlapprott was a witness before the Special Committee on Un-Ainen- 
can Activities on October 2, 1940. The transcript of his testimonv

Many of those who had been prominent in the formation ot these 
Nazi locals in the United States met in Chicago in the summer of 1933 
and formed the Friends of New Germany which in turn became the

After Rudolf Hess dissolved the Nazi locals m America m 1933, it 
was believed by many that the Nasi Party, as such had disappeared 
from Aineriean soil. This belief was held for a number of years until 
1940 when this committee uncovered documentary evidence of the 
existence of a welLorganized and secret Nazi Party in the United 

States. ^ ' 1 r 

In November 1940 the committee published extensive evidence of 
the existence of this secret Nasi Party in America. (That evidence 
may he found on pp. 1034-1044 and 1262-1287 of appendix, p5. It, 
which is entitled “A Pieliniinary Digest and Report on the un- 
American Activities of Various Nasi Organizations etc*) 

The committee discovered that F. Draeger who was consul in New 
York also bore the title of district leader (Ki'cisleitei ) of the Foreign 
Organisation of the National Socialist Gcnnan Labor Party (Nazi).

Inasmuch as the German Citizens' League was composocl exclusively 
of Gennan nationals, there is no question concerning the organization's 
absolute- loyalty to iiazi-ism.

AIMS OF THE ORGMSflZATlON 

The committee has in its possession an oiiginal membership book 
of the Kyfihauserbund, dated February Ij 1939. The title of page 4 
of this bool^j which is printed in German, wdll fiiniisb an insight into 
the true nature of the organization. It reads as follow^s:

KYPrHAUSBRBrND IN TEXAS 

In an effort to determine wdiether or not the mcmbei^ of this 
organization \verc pro-Nazi and working in the interest of Hitler, 
the committee ordered a detailed investigation of the Honstoii, Tev^, 
post and all of its members. Tliis investigation showed that the 
fuehrer of the Houston post w^as one Hennan Koetter of 537 Hofinan 
Street, Houston, Tex., a German citizen who had resided in this 
countiy 17 years without becoming a citizen, and when questioned 
under oath by tlie committee's chairman he stated that he bad never 
made up his mind ns to w’hethcr or not iio "wanti^d to become an 
American citizerr The committee learned that Koetter had met 
and conferred with the captain and crew ol a number of Gorman 
ships when they docked in the port of Houston, Koetter is now 
interned in an alien concentration camp in Texas.^ 

Another member of the Houston post of the KylTliauscrbimd was 
Hans Ackermanii, of Taylor, Tex., publisher of the pro-Nazi German 
language newspaper, the Texas Her old, %vhich was exposed by this 
committee in 1940. A subcommittee of this committee spent 3 wrecks 
in Aiistui, Tex,, studyiiiET the records and files of Hans Ackerinami and 
his new^spaper, the Texits Herokh Also a mimber of witnesses, in- 
cluding Hans Ackermajm and his wife, Frieda, w^ere called to t-estify 
concerning tlieh activities. This hearing and investigation by the 
subcommittee revealed that Hans Acketma.nn and Ins wife, Frieda, 
’were given a free trip to Germony in 1939 at the expense of the fvazi 
government. They admitted under oath that they had met and 
conferred with Kudolph Hess at the Brown House in ^Nlunich and that 
during their stay in Germa.uy they had sent back pro-Nazi articl^ and 
editorials concerning their visit which were printed in the Texas 
Herold.

On November 18, 1940, the committee aubpenaed all of the hies and 
records of tlie German- American National Alliance from their h®ad- 
onai'ters in Chicago. These records were all in German and included 
the membership files, the list of delegates, mimites, financial records, 
and correspondence of the organization. They have all been trails- 
latecl and from an examination of these records and a review of the 
testimony of the officials of the organization the following facts have

Homer Maerz wos the founder and head of the Dearborn Crusaders'

ands of stickeis, leaflets, and booldets defaming the Jewish people. 
According to his own testimony, he lms been in eontoct with and co- 

active fascists in the United States, such 
m n illiam Dudley Pelley and George Deatherage. Maerz is quite 
Iraak about his rabid hatn^d for the Jews and he is equally fnmk 
concerning his pro-Naai sympathies and admiration for Hitler and 
Mussolmi Ho also admitted that ho approved of the Gemiaii-Anier- 
ican Bund, that he had spoken at their meetings, and attended them 
r^ularly. He also admitted frequent visits to the German and 
Italian consulates in CfiLcago.

Siaco Maei‘ 2 , was one of the fouiidei's of the Gerinan-American 
National Alliance, it is inconceivable that a man with his past record 
and views could found an organization which purported to “promote 
respect for the Constitution and to defend it, the laws, and the general 
welfare of the UnikMl States of America/' as set forth in the objects of 
the alliance's cons titn lion and wldcli Maera was instrumental in 
drawing up. It should be stated as this point, however, that on 
February 11, 1939, Maera was removed as a director and secretary of 
the German -American National Alliance by action of the director on 
the grounds that too many inquiries had been made concerning 
Maerz’s background and past history. 

From an examination of the confidential minutes of the alliance, it 
is apparent that the primary objective of the organization was to 
prevent America's participation in the war, which of coume was 
exactly the line that Nazi Germany was attempting to put across 
in the United States of America during the period of 1939-41, The 
secondary objective was to promote and preserve what the organization 
referred to as “Germanism,'' and to combat anti-German propaganda 
in this country. It will be shown further in the report that the alliance 
enthusiasticany supported the work of various antiwar and isolationist 
groups, sucli as the America First and Keep America Out of War 
Committee. 

The purpose of the allimice was to unite the entire Germaii-American 
segment of our population into a political bloc and pressure group 
pdhch would exert itself politically in domestic politics to the best 
interest of Nazi Germany. It was composed entirely of people of 
German desceut who naturally would en tertain some "sympathy one 
way or another with their German homeland. The fact that the 
alliance was not very successful in its endeavor is largely due to the 
consistent barrage of publicity and exposure which was leveled against 
it by this committee and the press in Chicago. 

In detailing the efforts of the alliance in its neutrality and antiwar 
campaign, the minutes of the board of director meetings will be 
referred to extensively. As an illustration of tlic manner in which the 
alliance was serving Germany, the committee includes as exhibit 3 
a letter from the president of the alliance to Senator lx>gan of Ken- 
tucky under date of March b, 1939, and quotes also from a letter of 
Paul A. Waridioitz of September 1939:

While the committee has no evidence of open cooperation between the 
G email- Ameiicftn Bund and the oJUaiice., the- foregoing -statement of 
Wamholtz is significant in view of the fact that two of the ongmaL 
brains behind the idea and organization of tlie alliance were Otto 
Willumeit, Chicago “fuehrer” of the bund, and Homer Maera, a 
supporter of the bund.

The Chemical Marketing Co. ajffords an example of Nazi penetra’ 
tion of business institutions and the Nazi use of these institutions for 
propaganda and political purj>oses. 

In pursuing its investigation of Transocean News Service the 
American Fellowship Forum, the German Libraiy of Infonnation , and 
the German Railroads Information Office, this committee gathered 
consKlcrable evidence which pointed to Ferdinand A. Kertess as one 
of the active pro-Nazi propagandists possessing more or less impor- 
tant business connections. Kertess was president of the Chemical 
Marketnig Co. (For an account of the American Fellowship Forum 
111 which Kertess was active, see that section of tins report.) 

THE COMMITEE's INVESTIGATION 

In OctobCT 1940, this committee subpenaecl the files of the Chemical 
Marketing Co. 

After the translation and study of the company’s files, the com- 
mittce published a report on Kertess’ activities. This report was 
published in November 1940 and may be found on pages 1092 to 1113 to 
and 1341 to 1382 of appendix, part II, entitled “A Preliminaiy Digest 
and Kepoi t on the Un-Americaii Activities of Various Naai Oreaniza- 
tions and Individuals * * etc.

Among Km-tess's papers which the committee found at the Chemical 
Marketing Co. were two lengthy manuscripts of unusual interest 
The fiist of these maiiuscrupts bore tha caption "The Organization of 
Gorman Industry in America After the War” (Die Organization Dor 
Deutscheii Wirtscliaft in Ainerika iiach deni Krieg). The other 
manuscript bore the caption “The Founding of a German Banking 
Institute in New ToiF After the War” (Gruendung Eines Deutsehen 
JiOriik-IiistJtiitcs in New York nach dein ICrieg). 

Both of the foregoing manuscripts indicated the existence of far- 
reaclimg Nazi plans for economic penetration of the United States 
after the conclusion of the present war*
